Chorus Equity 
Ranks Drop 


Scarcity of large musicals 
causes 50° decrease — 
Dullzell again chairman 


NEW YORK, June 1.—At an- 
nual meeting of Chorus Equity, 
held yesterday, it was announced 
that paid - up memberships 
dropped 1,824, or approximately 
50 per cent during past year, and 
the organization suffered a deficit 
of $12,171.01. Seven hundred and 
thirty-two new members were 
added to list as against 1,718 for 
preceding year, at which time Chorus 
Equity ranks numbered 3,220. 

Scarcity of musical shows carrying 
large choruses was given as chief reason 
for decline in membership. Equity 
executives believe musical comedy pro- 
ducers have been wary of such shows 
since failure of Hammerstein’s Ballyhoo 
and Luana, and Ziegfeld’s Smiles. 


Chorus, Equity still has a cash surplus 
of $143,224 and succeeded in reducing 
operating costs $10,000 for past year, ac- 
cording to treasurer’s report. 

Collections on claims against pro- 
ducers were but $200 less than same 
period of last year. 

Paul Dullizell, secretary of Actors’ 
Equity, was relected chairman of the 
executive committee of Chorus Equity 
Catherine Huth was elected recording 
secretary. Four new members were 
elected to executive committee, Lucien 
Fiyns, Donald Plover, Gus Schilling and 
Henrietta Merriman. 


Frank Erickson, Emmett O'Brien and 
Helene Shepard were re-elected to execu- 
tive committee. Joseph Fontaine re- 
places James Ardell and Howard M. 
Stuart replaces Olga Grannis on same 
board.

“Resolved, That the said action was 
taken absolutely without authority or 
right and was done for the sole purpose 
of injuring this corporation, and has re- 
sulted in irreparable damage to it. It is 
further 

“Resolved, That the acting president 
and secretary of this corporation be and 
they hereby are instructed and directed 
to maintain possession of said club- 
house and keep the same open for mem- 
bers. 


“Resolved, That the acting president 
and secretary be and they are hereby in- 
structed to demand from Patrick J. Casey 
or any other persons or corporations hav- 
ing funds or property of this organiza- 
tion, all money, property, books and 


records of this corporation in his or their 
possession, and to require an accounting 
from him or them of all funds and prop- 
erty of the corporation, and to take such 
legal proceedings for that purpose as 
they may be advised.”

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No Danger of Legit Death 
Seen by Speakers at Guild 


Theresa Helburn, Robert Edmond Jones and John Ma- 
son Brown not worried over stage’s future—better 
quality now than ever before, is consensus of opinion 


NEW YORK, May 30.—In a symposium held Monday night 
at the Guild Theater Theresa Helburn, executive director of the 
Guild; Robert Edmond Jones, ace scene designer; John Mason 
Brown, critic of The Post, and others expressed a definite opinion 
that the much-wept-over legitimate theater was far from its last 


legs. Consensus of opinion was 
that legitimate had lost plenty 
popular prestige since advent of 
radio and squawkies, but that it 


was in no precarious position, and 
and that its standards had actually im- 
proved. 

Miss Helburn said that legitimate 
might possibly be in second place, but 
not at all in any danger. Very popu- 
larity of films and loudspeakers prevents 
them from threatening theater in any 
serious way. They have to think too 
much about mass audiences, censor rules 
and such. Necessity for universal appeal 
also wampers them. Stage, meanwhile, 
thru sweeping out of ten-twent-thirt and 
kindred institutions, has actually im- 
proved standards to great degree. 

Miss Helburn also mentioned picture 
subsids which put. on plays. If movie 
companies found them too expensive and 
discontinued them all stage will be left 
éven freer for high standard plays, she 
faid. 

Robert Edmond Jones confidently 
maintained that legitimate was in no 
real danger. And he further said that 
everybody in theater knew it too. Thea- 
ter will not be done away with until the 
love for it is done away with in human 
nature. “I am sure that if all the doors 
of all the theaters were locked for 100 
vears,” he said, “the theater would still 
be alive.” But it wouldn’t be much help 
to present performers. 

Brown said that the theater would stay 
around until fresh vegetables got the 
gate in favor of canned. Movies, to him, 
are no serious competition. Only real 
danger is influx of hams who have 
fiopped in Hollywood, and who therefore 
think that their place is in legitimate. 
Trouble, said Brown, is that various man- 
agers think so too. 

General consensus was that legitimate 
had fallen from place as world’s ace 
amusement vehicle (as far as providing 
popular entertainment goes), but that 
reports of its coming death had been 
ereatly exaggerated. It’s nowhere near 
that state, nor will it be. 


Sherman Suing Twins; 
Loses Loew Franchise 


NEW YORK, May 30.—Irving Sherman 
of the Ed Davidow office is suing the 
Tiffany Twins for $750, which he claims 
is due him for the act’s European book- 
ings last summer. Act had been given a 
Loew presentation route but would not 
open because of the suit. Marvin 
Schenck, who booked the twins, de- 
manded that Sherman drop the suit so 
that the act could play the route. Sher- 
man refused, claiming the booking office 
was not protecting his commission on 
the Loew dates, as it had booked the act 
thru Mark Leddy in spite of the fact 
that Sherman had notified the office he 
still had the act under contract. Schenck 
has barred Sherman from the floor. 

Sherman claims he signed a two-year 
contract July, 1930, with the twins, the 
contract providing for a 10 per cent com. 
mission on bookings. He alleges he 
booked the act for Europe the summer 
of 1930 and that he never received his 
commissions, amounting to $750. Sher- 
man claims he wrote Loew that he still 


had the act under contract so that Loew 
would know the act’s status if another 
agent submitted it.

Freeman’s inspectors re- 
veal good conditions in re- 
ports—performers on toes 


NEW YORK, June 1—RKO’s 
misnamed company managers or 
vaudeville inspectors, who were 
delegated to reform acts cheating 
on routines, costumes and settings 
in the out-of-town hideaways from 
the home booking office, have 
found the acts reformed. Their 
reports on wrongs committed by 
turns have been so few that the 
question now is: “Why inspectors?” And 
the answer is: “The threat of inspectors 
is the only thing that has reformed the 
acts—so inspectors stick!” 

According to official reports coming 
into the home office here from the four 
ex-agents on the road—Fred De Bondy, 
Norman Manwaring, Aaron Kessler and 
Jack Dempsey—it is obvious that both 
acts and house managers were put on 
their guard to the extent that out-of- 
town bills and theaters are practically as 
free of faults as the houses in this city, 
which are continuously being checked by 
both the booking and operating depart- 
ments.

It is understocd, however, that these 
also have been few. 

The RKO booking office, as well as the 
theater operators, want it understood 
that the inspectors are working above 
board and not as spies. While not noti- 
fying the acts or house managers in ad- 
vance that they are going to call, they 
do show credentials from both depart- 
ments when they reach a theater. 


Michigan Theater Tax 


DETROIT, May 30.—The Michigan 
theater admission tax is dead for an- 
other two years, despite intensive efforts 
to put it across, according to adjourn- 
ment resolution of the Legislature. This 
bill, the Sorenson tax, has been allowed 
to remain in committee in the lower 
house, and the Legislature is adjourning 
without bringing it to a vote. There is 
a@ possibility of a special session this fall 
in view of tax needs of the State, and 
the fight may possibly be revived at that 
time.

Commercials Plan Acts While 
Awaiting Decision by Loew 


NEW YORK, June 1.—While Loew is 
still laying low on declaring itself com- 
mitted to a definite policy on the book-- 
ing of commercial acts, several firms 
took steps last week to line up ideas 
for attractions. Further action on 
these awaits Loew’s next step. Some time 
this week it is expected that President 
Nicholas M. Schenck of Loew’s will be 
consulted by officials regarding his 
stand on the commercial bookirig situa- 
tion. Meanwhile the few commercials 
being booked by Loew are jogging along 
with the lid down on the buying of fur- 
ther material sponsored by advertisers. 

Chesterfield (cigarets) is among those 


planning an act. This firm has a 25- 
people flash vehicle ready to shoot. 
Philco is readying another band as a 
follow-up to the one that flopped at the 
National, Bronx, several weeks ago. Other 
commercial act prospects are Littman’s 
on Parade, a 27-people flash sponsored 
by a local dress firm, and Howard 
Dandies, sponsored by a clothing con- 
cern and shaped up to carry.a Broadway 
“name” supported by a 12-boy ensemble. 
Proponents of commercial booking de- 
clare that each of these acts will save 
the circuit that books it at least $1,000 a 
week in salaries. Planned to play down 
advertising angles in all of the acts. 


Agents’ Permits To Expire; 
No Great Changes Expected 


NEW YORK, May 30.—Permits granted 
by Equity to casting agents and personal 
representatives are due to expire next 
Monday (June 1), and new ones will 
have to be issued. This is first time 
since inauguration of present Equity 
permit system that charters have run 
out, and conferences are now being held 
by Frank Gillmore, president of Equity; 
Paul Dullzell, executive secretary; Sam 
Coit, in charge of the permits; Paul 
Turner, counsel, and Emily Holt, asso- 
ciate counsel, concerning new crop. No 
radical changes in permits themselves 
are expected, but there will be several 
switches in personnel. Various agents 
dropping out and others ehanging 
classification account for that. 

One question still open concerns 
length of time that new permits will run 
Those which are now expiring went into 
effect November 14, 1929, and have been 


in effect ever since. No definite tenure 
was listed, June 1, 1931, being marked 
as date of expiration. Chance that new 
ones may be for three years, tho one- 
year duration is also favored. It is 
argued that one-year permits would 
allow stricter control and checking up of 
agents and would keep things more 
generally up to date. 


Since permits went in in fall of 1929 
co-operation has been good, and results 
have been all that could he expected. 
Manager co-operation has been com- 
plete, and agents themselves for the most 
part help out as best they may. What 
trouble has developed has usually come 
from the actors, whom the permits were 
designed to protect. 


Actors signing things that they

for RKO’s long-route intacts next season. 


The Coast-to-Coast 


shows have been averaging $2,700 since Sam Tishman began book- 
ing them, but the operating and booking departments have decided 
after an exhaustive investigation of results obtained with shdéws 


this past season that the lower 
budgets constitute a necessary 
economy. The prospective budget 
cutting, however, does not carry 
with it a prospect that is entirely 
gloomy for acts. While policies have not 
been definitely decided upon, it seems 
assured at this time that the four-act 
plan will be abandoned, six acts probably 
being the general policy, 

RKO expects to put savings thru on 
salaries of acts rated as being consider- 
ably overpaid at this time. Charles J. 
Freeman, vaudeville booking chief, is re- 
ported to have admitted to operating 
Officials that a number of acts in the 
standard category are still working under 
boom salaries. If called upon for a re- 
peat next season these acts will be made 
to takg a cut or else. Unless “names” 
are offered that are sure-fire box-office 
attractions and whose salaries are within 
reayvon, there will not be any room for 
so-called headline acts in the long-route 
intacts. Freeman is definitely set on 
turning down, with few exceptions, any 
act over the $1,000 mark. 

Freeman is reported sticking to his 
gums on the four-act policy, but RKO's 
operators are strong for quantity, and it 
is likely that their opinions may finally 
prevail. Indefinite now as to the num- 
ber of weeks available to the intacts next 
season, but there is little doubt that the 
number will not go under 27, the lowest 
route possible under the present plan of 
routing. 

RKO will not encourage straight 
flashes, but will be kindly disposed to- 
ward production acts considerably under 
the $1,000 mark that carry comedians 
and specialty girls. The circuit wants 
comedy and personalities, and dumb acts 
are out of the running unless they are 
replete with sock numbers. 

RKO appreciates by now the value of 
vaudeville as a balancing factor in 
grosses, but does not count upon it to 
zoom business to any extent. A survey 
made by the operating department of 
grosses of houses playing 45 intacts the 
past season revealed that in only five 
mstances was it possible to point to the 
stage show as being responsible for better 
than average business on its route over 
the time. In checking up on details for 
this survey the operators gave due con- 
sideration, of course, to the box-office 
strength of day-and-date films. While 
proving that vaudeville helped houses 
draw consistent business, the survey 
served to build a strong case for those 
W..0 maintain that cheating on budgets 
does not turn business away from thea- 
ters. 

* While RKO budgets have been stand- 
ardized for some time, next season might 
witness a realignment of ratings with Bill 
Howard's houses in the Class A category 
and using the most expensive shows; 
Dolph Leffier‘s intacts as playing Class 
B, or intermediate, houses, and Harry 
Kalcheim’s junior string under the head- 
ing of Class C. The spot-booked houses

RKO and Loew Might Be Only 
Big Circuits Not “Cutting” 


NEW YORK. May 30.—Indications at 
this writing are that Loew and RKO 
might pan out as the exceptions amcng 
the five major circuits in the sweep of 
salary cutting which is sweeping the 
industry. Warner and Publix put thru 
drastic cuts last week and orders are 
expected to emanate momentarily from 
the Fox offices to follow suit. 

Loew's stand in the salary-cutting 
matter has not yet been ascertained, but 
thus far there are no indications of any 

novement in this line. Nicholas M. 
Schenck, president of Loew's, could not 
be reached for a statement today. Sub- 
ordinete officials refused to discuss the 
matter. In RKO Hiram S. Brown, who 
returned from a trip to the Coast this 
week, would not put himself on record 
as making any statements covering the 
future, but did declare that there is no 
intention of cutting at this time. Brown 
stated that RKO is now being operated 
as economically as is possible without 
impairing the efficiency of the organiza- 
tion. 

In an exclusive interview with The 
Rillboard Brown also stated that RKO 
now has stronger faith in vaudeville 


than at any time in the past. Vaude- 
ville's future on the circuit, according 
to Brown, is exceedingly bright. Admit- 
ting that RKO might have made mis- 
takes in the handling of its vaudeville 
problems, Brown added that it is ready 
te profit from these and inferred that 
the point has been reached where it is 
ready to push vaudeville to the fore as 
one of the strongest factors in its amuse- 
ment resources. 


The reaction in the trade following 
the cuts instituted in the Publix and 
Warner organization has not been fa- 
vorable to either of the outfits, altho in 
the case of Warner it is being conceded 
that cuts were in order. Showmen are 
expressing the opinion that Publix’s 
drastic cuts were unwarranted and that 
they are impairing the morale of the 
theater circuit. Publix theater and pub- 
licity executives are reported pulling all 
kinds of wires to line up with other cir- 
cuits, particularly RKO. One RKO ex- 
ecutive is reported to have received 
ebout 100 applications for jobs from 
Publix men since the cut orders were 
sent out in the Sam Katz outfit. 


Commercials 
Helping B. O. 


Tieups at own expense— 
work in advance and dur- 


ing dates—dealers help 


NEW YORK, June 1.—Newest 
angle of commercial booking is 
specia] exploitation and boosting 
of theater patronage by commer- 
cial outfits without cost to the 
circuit. Two commercial - act 
sponsors, Bosch Radio and Her- 
bert’s Diamonds, whose acts are 
now playing for Loew, are help- 
ing the box office with dealer tie- 
ups, outdoor and newspaper advertising 
and radio plugs. The commercials work 
ahead and with their act in exploiting 
vaudeville appearances. 

Herbert’s Diamonds band doubles on 
radio four times a week and plugs its 
vaudeville appearance each time. Bosch 
band has no radio tieup, but works in 
with dealers in each locality. Sales pro- 
motion department handles the exploita- 
tion for the vaudeville band, having the 
local dealers advertise the band’s en- 
gagement with posters, half-sheets, snipe 
sheets, mail circulars and newspaper ad- 
vertising. When the Bosch band, under 
the name of Northern Electric Band. 
played Loew's, Montreal, the week end- 
ing May 22 the box office gross shot up 
to $14,000, the highest in weeks. Film 
was A Tailor-Made Man, considered a 
weak feature and hardly responsible for 
the box office increase. 

Bosch has found that the ballyhoo not 
only helps the theater, but boosts sales 
of their product. Sales jumped over 25 
per cent in the theater's territory after 
each vaudeville date, quieting any doubts 
Bosch may have had about the value of 
vaudeville as an advertising medium. They 
have put aside a larger appropriation to 
continue the work next season. Its three 
bands will be increased from 15 to 25 
men each this fall. To get the utmost 
out of its vaudeville advertising Bosch 
uses a new backdrop every time a new 
radio model is put out. This gives vaude- 
ville advertising the timeliness and flexi- 
bility of the other types of advertising. 

Other commercial act now with Loew 
is not being exploited by its sponsor. 
Ybry Perfume, as it is playing under 
another name, La Manos Parisian Am- 
bassadors. Philco Radio band had big 
exploitation possibilities, but flopped 
after its showing date and has been 
shelved. 


Bob Orth. in Hospital

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NLY house managers can appreciate 
O to its fullest extent the significance 

of the recent announcement by 
Oscar §S. Oldknow, executive vice-presi- 
derit of Fox West Coast Theaters, that 
“hereafter there will be no more of this 
business of shifting managers from town 
to town.” Oldknow went on to state, 
“So far as is humanly possible it will be 
the policy of the organization to arrange 
for theater managers to have permanent 
homes, enabling their families to take 
root as normal families should, enabling 
their children to continue their educa- 
tion in ome school and enabling their 
wives to become real folks among people 
whom they can regard as permanent 
neighbors.” 

This, indeed, is the essence of humani- 
vation in theater operation. There might 
be Managers whom such a policy would 
depress; the kind of managers who want 
to be in 20 places at one and the same 
time. But the average theater showman, 
he who makes up the backbone of the 
success of any circuit, will rejoice at the 
news. Most of the house executives em- 
ployed by Fox will derive new hope from 
Oldknow’s courageous and inconsistent 
move. That is, inconsistent with the 
attitude on house managers held by 
higher-ups of other outfits. It reminds 
us of an occurrence in the RKO organi- 
zation not very long ago. A certain 
divisional manager, considered at that 
time and even now as one of the most 
valuable men in the organization, was 
ordered to take over a division almost 
halfway across the continent from the 
one he was then supervising. Consider- 
ing his wife and children and those 
other points so well brought out in the 
portion quoted here from Oldknow’s 
message, the divisional manager balked. 
It jooked for a time as if he would be 
out entirely. Finally he was prevailed 
upon to go. RKO’s theater operator, 
Joseph K. Plunkett, stated anent the 
case, “He is a soldier, as is everybody 
else in the RKO organization, and he 
must go where he is sent.” There’s no 
particular moral to this story because 
the divisional manager is back in his 
original territory. For those who like to 
think about these things and those 
whose lives are made bright or gloomy 
by the will of the men who control their 
destinies it is interesting. to observe the 
difference in attitude between Oldknow 
and Plunkett. Let it be recorded, how- 
ever, that Oldknow said something about 
there being “no more of this business,” 
which could mean that he might have 
felt the same way as Plunkett about it 
ét one time. 


AM TISHMAN is no longer an RKO 

booker. They tell us a number of 

agents rejoiced at the news. Just 
because agents make whoopee over a 
booker’s leavetaking is no sure indica- 
tion that the booker had been doing 
good for the circuit. But it is more 
likely than not that Tishman’s reported 
unpopularity was accounted for by his 
Vigilance about the circuit's interests. 
We would not like to give the impression 
that any booker whem agents are ga-ga 
over is not performing his duty as an 
act-buyer, but the cards are stacked 
stronger against him than a man of 
Tishman’s caliber. Be that as it may, 
Tishman has completed more than 21 
years of service behind a book. Now he's 
carrying a little black one around. It 
should be interesting to record his re- 
actions. Now Tishman will know how 
tne other half lives or, as most agents 
would have it, barely exists. 


S THIS is being written nobody 
knows what will be done about con- 
tinuing the existence of the Joint 
Complaint Bureau. Something will have 
to be done or there will be chaos and 
something worse than that in the vaude- 
ville field. It might be the birth of a

Deal for the construction of a 
3,000-seat vaudefilmer on the site now 
occupied by abandoned American in- 
volves the takeover of the house after 
its completion by RKO on a ground 
lease arrangement from the Bethlehem 
Engineering Corporation, which operates 
the Bond Building, famous theatrical of- 
fice structure. RKO will have no in- 
terest in the stores and offices pianned 
to be erected in conjunction with the 
theater. It is reported that the RKO- 
Bethlehem arrangement calls for the 
completion of the structure by March 1, 
1932. 

House planned for the Grand Opera 
House site will be built, it is reported, by 
a group headed by Harris, Traube and 
Flaum, the present operators of the 
theater slated to be razed. This trio are 
also reported to be the owners of the 
Tivoli, Brooklyn, The theater planned 
for this site will probably be a 2,800- 
seater, and is scheduled to be completed 
by September, 1932. Plans for the house 
are said to call for a vaudefilm policy. 

Both houses are in the path of the 
new Eighth Avenue Subway, which will 
probably be opened the latter part of 
1932. RKO is said to be particularly 
jubilant over its acquisition of the 
Grand Opera House site. This location 
borders on a new class residential sec- 
tion, ang is the nearest theater possibly 
to the huge London Terrace apartment 
development, which was put up by the 
Mande! interests. Realty experts declare 
that this section of the city will be the 
choicest neighborhood locale of the 
downtown area in the next several 
years. Because of improvements in the 
neighborhood this spot is regarded as 
ideal for matinee business. 

RKO has its eye on other sites in Man- 
hattan and Brooklyn, but officials of the 
circuit declare the time is not yet ripe 
to reveal locations. In connection with 
the Grand Opera House acquisition, it 
was indicated by those on the inside that 
it had first been planned to build directly 
adjacent to Proctor’s 23d Street Theater, 
straight filmer, but negotiations were 
dropped. B. S. Moss, allied with the 
Keith-Albee interests in the operation 
of a number of houses here some years 
ago, was said to be the owner of the re- 
jected site. 

The American was operated for some 
years by the Loew Circuit, and pre- 
viously was part of William Morris’ cir- 
cuit. Many years ago it was a famous 
legitimate stand, and some of the best 
known actors in the world appeared inp 
plays there. The Mutual Burlesque Cir- 
cuit operated the house shortly after its 
abandonment under an expired lease by 
Loew. It replaced the Columbia Theater, 
Mutual’s ace stand, which was trans- 
ferred to the RKO interests by Walter 
Reade, its owner. A fire in the Ameri- 
can this past season caused Mutual *c 
exit from the premises.

When Harriet Hoctor was held at the 
Palace for three weeks last August she 
put on a new act for the third inning. 
It’s a holdover proposition again, but 
this time indefinite as to the number 
of weeks. This new act also comes in 
to vary the procedure on the third week 
for vaude’s outstanding dancer. 

A 16-girl ballet, with an added miss 
in the wings to jump in on call, sup- 
ports Miss Hoctor in two numbers, the 
Hurdle Ballet from Simple Simon and a 
Scenic-dance interpretation of Manhat- 
tan Serenade. These are the two new 
bits aside from a solo by Charles Colum- 
bus and a session of pirouetting con- 
tributed also in solo by Carlos Peterson. 
Jules Lande, who makes a fiddle moan, 
cry and almost talk, is doing a repeat on 
his singleton and encore of the previous 
weeks.

When Miss Hoctor did the hurdle or 
hunting ballet in the Ed Wynn show, 
she scored one of the outstanding hits 
of the Broadway season. A burlesque of 
the number was presented at a public 
Lambs Gambol, with William Holbrook, 
her former vaude partner, Jeading the 
ensemble of Lambs. The number has 
color, delightful movement and is 
backed by ingenious choreography. Line 
girls wear costumes that represent a 
cross between steeplechase riders and 
fox hunters. With welcome concessions 
to effeminacy, Miss Hoctor is attired as a 
master of the hounds. Both Miss Hoctor 
and the assisting girls display litheness 
and skill in clearing the low barriers. 
This is one of the few ballets holding 
constant interest that have found their 
way to vaude. 

Miss Hoctor’s ballet version of Lou 
Alter’s Manhattan Serenade is prologed 
by a walkon by Columbus. He drops 
into a park bench and dozes off. Ensu- 
ing routine purports to represent his 
nightmare. Cutouts of a section of New 
York’s skyline, with each tall building 
inclosing a line girl, are moved about 
the stage as Miss Hoctor does a whirling 
toe routine to the “Serenade” rhythm. 
Paper structures shift places and are 
shaken uncertainly to correspond with 
the disturbing phrases of the theme. 
Miss Hoctor makes an entrance thru 
an opening in the structural labyrinth 
and exits thru a maze as the structures 
are feverishly criss-crossing all over the 
stage. Imagination is given free rein in 
Miss Hoctor’s conception of the ~Alter 
piece and in spots the action appears 
more or less far-fetched. Scenically the 
number impresses and it got a hand 
here when first revealed. A far better 
effect could have been achieved, we be- 
lieve, if the building cutouts were set 
on a platform about six feet high. On 
the stage level the illusion of height 
is lost and Miss Hoctor’s size against 
the figures dominates too much.

Anatole Friedland’s routine of sticking 
a single juve out for a solo session be- 
fore ringing in an elaborate flash is car- 
ried out in this latest production effort, 
with Bob Nelson holding the spot. Only, 
in this instance, the flash is not so elab- 
orate, altho wel] talented and exception- 
ally costumed. 

Bob Nelson's time on the stage, in the 
exact manner and with practically the 
same material he used when a single, is 
12 minutes. Flash half takes up 24. At 
this theater Nelson was handicapped 
quite a bit by following a more robust 
comedy team and his gags and songs 
served as nothing more than a warm-up 
for the eight-girl ensemble and two spe- 
cialists, Joan Paget and Ken. Harvey, 
that comprise Anatole’s Affairs of 1931. 

Friedland, who can always be depend- 
ed upon for at least a good opening to his 
flashes, starts this one off with a hand 
dril] thru a black cyc. in “three,” with 
the eight girls stepping out for a routine 
on the apron. Girls are well trained and 
carry the brunt of the work. Later, when 
six of them came on for solo and duo, 
toe and tap competitive routines, they 
almost stopped this show. Joan Paget 
delivers good toe and tap solos, and Ken 
Harvey is on just once for a sock session 
on a banjo before a special drop. 

Nelson does some singing and gagging 
besides introducing the different num- 
bers and figures in a couple of weak 
blackouts with the banjoist and a girl 
from the line. Rest of the act is all 
dancing. Finale is an excellent radium 
effect by the eight girls, Miss Paget, 
Harvey and Nelson coming on when the 
lights go up. 

Already routed by RKO, this act 
should fit nicely into an intact. Pro- 
viding, however, there is plenty of com- 
edy in the two other acts that will travel 
with this combo. J.8. 


Bud and Frances Craig 


Reviewed at the Hippodrome. Style— 
Dancing. Setting—In one. Time—Ten 
minutes. 


A hoofing act that attaches much 
faith to the old gag of bringing on 
“mother” and “dad” to show how they 
danced 20 years ago. And a lifesaver for 
the turn. Stepping talents of the “fam- 
ily” quartet are fair and in need of the 
familiar applause trick. 

Bud and Frances Craig, youthful skip- 
pers of the turn, handle the early por- 
tion in mediocre fashion. They provide 
four dance sessions, evenly split up into 
duo and solo stepping. Couple are grace- 
ful and personable, but not above aver- 
age in legwork. 

Old folks are brought on near the fin- 
ish, and are given a solo piece, a duo 
dance and finish in a quartet number 
with the skippers. This served to get 
them off to a nice hand. S. H. 


Harney and Connors 

Reviewed at the Grand Opera House. 
Style—Comedy, singing and dancing. 
Setting—iIn one. Time—Thirteen min- 
utes. 

Harney and Connors are two young- 
sters who work very hard to stir up 
laugh response, but who do not get far. 
Their idea of comedy is to maul each 
other, but it takes more than that to 
make audiences laugh. Boys need better 
gags and comedy bits before they can 


hope for any sort of a break in major 
vaude. 

When the boys are not biting, slam- 
ming or kicking cne another, they har- 
monize, play the uke and dance. Their 
harmonizing of Kansas City Kitty and 
Bye Bye Blues is pleasant and their com- 
edy dancing is okeh. But the warbling 
and dancing is broken by hoke bits, 
which take up most of the act’s time. 
They take falls, kick each other in the 
shins and indulge in resounding slaps.

Wakeup of the act is when Ardath 
does his familiar drunk bit wherein he 
stages an amusing fight with the straight 
man and then gives a spiel about his 
wife. Laughs keep flowing in the en- 
suing table battle between Ardath and 
a fellow done up as an old man. This 
is the curtain bit, and proved a good

Reviewed at Foxr’s Audubon, Style— 


Comedy acrobats. 
two, 


Setting—In one and 
Time—Ten minutes. 

Who started this business of sailors 
doing hokey acrobatics we do not 
know. Five Salties is the latest edition 
of the idea and is a good act, consider- 
ing that the idea is old and has been 
played to death by other acts. 

Five boys, as sailors, romp out and 
begin with straight acro work which is 
soon burlesqued. Act then becomes 4 
hodge-podge affair in which the quintet 
does short and varied bits of comedy, 
interspersed with straight acrobatics. 
Boys step out for specialties, which in- 
clude soft-shoe dancing, voice tricks, 
tumbling, cartwheels and leaps. Leaps 
and some of the straight acrobatics are 
punchy stuff and much better than the 
attempts at comedy. 

Act would be strengthened if straight 
acrobatic work is increased and the 
weaker comedy bits cut down. Trying 
something more original than sailor cos- 
tumes might help, too. 

Spotted in the middle of a five-act 
layout here, tho it would have been bet- 
ter in the opening or deuce spot.

Belle Bennett, on next to closing in 
Lady Taylor—Waitress, a rather dull and 
inane playlet, probably pleased the 
movie fans who would see Miss Bennett 
in the flesh, but was a washout to those 
who know and appreciate the drama.

GEORGE JESSEL is ready to grab the stick in the Palace holdover relay unless 
tney decide to keep Jack Benny here a third week. Frances Williams, here on her 
first spasm, is also a holdover prospect. A Palace layout has to be good with a 
Benny jacking up the early spots and Jessel taking care of the caboose frame. 
This one is almost excellent, with further laugh embellishment provided by the 
boisterous Frank Gaby, of whom there is no record of having appeared here be- 
fore. Not tco much show, which is a welcome deviation, this having been the 
chief fault of Palace layouts on recent occasions. Lou Forman, the tremendously 
popular pit leader, has his name in lights this week and is repeating the bit he 
did here last year with Benny, but jacked up for the revival with many new 
pieces of sock business. Neither Jessel, Benny nor Forman on the stage was 
able to overcome the hot weather jinx on Palace business. But prospects are 
bright for a great pickup. 

DORIS GIRTON, booked in late, made out nicely in her bike and acro act, 
assisted by @ pair of fast-riding brunets and a male who confines himself to 
floor work. Girls pedal singly, in duo and trio, holding interest thruout. The 
Girton lady gets in the curtain punch by a see-saw somersault on a two-wheeler 
over a table 

CONDOS BROTHERS are playing a repeat in about five weeks and this time 
they ambled on to an ovation. Working on a dancing mat the youngsters ground 
out every possible combination of taps with perfect precision and at breakneck 
speed. One routine is put over while they are seated on piano stools. It’s a 
corker. They begged off to a show-stop. 

FRANK GABY’'S entrance was staged for this occasion by a professor of show- 
manship and more likely than not the professor is Jack Benny, who came on 
first and was shooed off by Gaby's hokey boisterousness, Finally on his Own, 
Gaby carried on with a buxom lady foil and then into his hardy species of special 
“I'm the Meanest Man on Earth.” His genuine belly-talking bit, treated entirely 
in satirical vein, was a knockout. Gaby uses a box plant for this a la Baker. 
Brought out his trusty zither for a getaway, plying another familiar special in 
his catalog, J Was Never So Embarrassed in My Life. Gaby drew a swell hand 
at the bows. ' 

FRANCES WILLIAMS, resplendent in a black and white creation and under 
a deftly applied coat of tan, drew an ovation and disposed of five typical numbers 
in trip-hammer style. Miss Williams was in great voice and each of her bows 
was punctuated by loud applause. Benny came on to forestall a possible show- 
stop and announced that she would appear in the ensuing spot. 

JACK BENNY AND LOU FORMAN took charge of the intermission closer in 
their potoourri of smartly-routined clowning and backed up by the melodies of 
Lou's 16-piece layout of union men. Before the curtain parted to reveal For- 
man’s boys subbing for a band act Benny drafted the Condos boys for a clever 
bit of tomfoolery. Benny did some hoofing and the Condos boys took the cue 
by putting him to shame. In the Benny-Forman act both of these popular 
Palace denizens waved the baton for numbers by the bandsters and Miss Williams 
came out in a swell pair of pajamas and danced plenty hot. The single number 
got her a show-stop that cried for more. Benny did a Ted Lewis and walked 
off to give Lou a chance to shine in a medley of Gershwin numbers. There's a 
suggestion here that may well be taken up, to wit: that Forman and his boys be 
woven into the stage show each week for an indef period, and then when a band 
act reeches the showcase it will have to be a couple of degrees better than good 
or else. You can't prove it by graphs and surveys, but take our word for it For- 
man is a Palace drawing card. And we have a slight suspicion that the Sixth 
Floor knows it by now. 

LEDOVA opened intermission in a smartly-staged flash, but coming directly 
after Harriet Hoctor’s three weeks, comparisons are inevitable with blameless 
Ledova coming out on the losing end. Arthur Willi might have laid off dances 
of the ballet school for a week anyway. Ledova’s opener is a classical something 
backed by an effective drop and given musical accompaniment similar to Hoctor'’s 
Manhatten Serenade number unveiled last week. The Ledova interpretation is 
unimaginative. Leon Varkas works with her in this number and also in a ballet 
burlesque. Both are capable artists. Rae Bonstine, the piano accompanist, fills 
a wait with a solo and a Cuban miss whose name was indistinguishably announced 
does a hot warble of St. Louis Blues in Spanish. This is followed by her Peanut 
Vendor, and then Ledova and Varkas perform a Rhumba in masks. This is by 
far the punchiest bit in the act There are four swarthy males who play Cuban 
instruments in her support and who get plenty excited close to the finish. Miss 
Ledova responded to the show-stop with an altogether too gushing curtain spiel. 
This act should and will work plenty. 

GEORGE JESSEL is that good these days that he doesn’t use a billing line. 
And we don't mean that as sarcasm. The youngest of the Jolson-Cantor-Jessel 
trio was in perfect condition and his bon mots fell from his mouth like from out 
of an overfed hopper. He had them in the palm of his hand and showed no 
mercy, Jessel gave them some new Yiddishisms and a very choice collection of 
the stock he always has on hand for mayor's banquets, benefits, confirmation

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RKO Will Utilize Radio as 


Great Talent Buildup Medium 


Ether campaigns and “‘feeler”’ contests to plug favorites 
and determine trends of public taste—obviates necessity 


of continual rerouting to 


establish new “‘names’’ 


NEW YORK, May 30.—RKO’s choice collection of brains is 
reliably reported mapping out a program of activity which will 
materialize next season and bring radio to the fore as the strongest 
ally for buildup and promotion purposes ever made available to a 


theater circuit. Altho RKO was 
radio. as a boon rather than a 
menace (due primarily to its 
membership in the RCA frater- 
nity), it has not begun to plumb 
the depths of this medium, ac- 


cording to advices from the same inside 
source. 


David Sarnoff, RCA’s executive head 
and grandpa of RKO, is said to be fully 
aware of the potential value of broad- 
casts over huge networks to the circuit 
in its attempts to create new headliners 
by this form of artificial culture. Sarn- 
off’s enthusiasm for radio as a promo- 
tion and buildup aid for the circuit has 
seeped down by suggestion and contact 
tu officials of RKO and is being reflected 
also in sensational ideas advanced for 
further employment of broadcasts by 
RKO's vaude, publicity and theater ex- 
ecutives. 

Beginning early next season an elabo- 
rate machine will be assembled and 
placed in motion for the national build- 
up of attractions thru three-way tieups. 
Determining first that a certain per- 
Senality or act is proving to be a phe- 
nemenal draw in a locality, RKO will ar- 
range for broadcasts over its red NBC 
network and giving the attraction or 
personality further public interest thru 
a tieup with a responsible local organ- 
ization or newspaper. Every buildup 
scheme will not work out exactly in this 
manner, but the general procedure will 
be similar. Such innovations will take 
the place, it is believed, of the long, 
tiresome process necessary to build up 
attractions before showmen were made 
aware of the potentialities of radio. In 
former seasons an act had to play a route 
over and over for several seasons before 
its name became a household word. With 
proper handling via radio and its tieup 
resources it will be possible as a routine 
measure in the future to build up a na- 
tional rep for an attraction in a few 
months. 

Besides employing the radio next sea- 
Son as a build-up medium, RKO will 
devote much effort to “feeler” contests 


cyver the nation-wide network, which 
takes in 45 NBC-affiliated stations in 
key cities About two years ago and be- 


fore the circuit developed its radio de- 
partment to what it is today a Request 
Hour was broadcast, this having been 
based on fan letters sent in from all 
over the country. Three attractions of 
loca] caliber were given a national build- 
up as a result of this crude project. 
RKO's officials are of the opinion that 
if similar request hours are planned by 
the greatly augmented radio department 
the results will be even more gratifying. 

As convincing proof of the enormous 
power of RKO’s Theater of the Air 
broadcasts over the WEAF network the 
case of ex-Gov. Al Smith is offered. RKO 
likad up with the Empire State Building, 
of which Smith is president, for a broad- 
cast from its topmost floor the night 
of the official opening May 1. Smith 
made a short address. He received more 
than 8,600 applause letters and is said 
to have stated to friends that he was 
astonished at the results. During his 
presidential campaign in 1928 Smith 
spoke frequently over nation-wide net- 
works, he declared, but at no time did 
the results approximate those of the 
RKO broadcast The circuit broadcasts 
weekly programs not only over WEAF 
Friday nights, but also over local sta- 
tions, and in some instances a few times 


one of the first circuits to regard 


a week. In popularity polls held at va- 
rious times sincé James H. Turner and 
Milton Schwarzwald took over the su- 
pervision of the radio department the 
RKO Hour has been voted one of the 
best in the country. 

An idea might be gained of the talent 
build-up possibilities of radio thru vir- 
tue of sensible tieups by a contest wound 
up last week in the Northwest. RKO's 
Orpheum Theater, Portland, tied up with 
Station KGW, of the NBC chain, and 
The Portland Oregonian daily in a search 
for new radio talent. More than 800 
entries took part and the winners were 
the University of Oregon Rhythm Boys, 
a trio from the Glee Club of the institu- 
tion. The contest was also tied in with 
the Portland Rose Festival. The winners 
are getting a trip to New York as guests 
of the Union Pacific Railroad. They 
will arrive early in June and will appear 
on the RKO Hour June 5. The program 
will be dedicated to the Portland Rose 
Festival, repeating on a similar cross- 
country salute last year. If finally land- 
ed for vaude dates this trio will have 
already been given the advantage of a 
national rep before playing a single date. 
The idea can be carried out more elabo- 
rately with attractions that have already 
achieved professional rating and are 
more easily available for vaude.

But this week 
the stage innovation is even more im- 
portant and interesting to us because 
we have been among those making a big 
holler about punchy vaude shows being 
the ideal policy for this downtown house. 
First of Fanchon. & Marco’s vaude Ideas 
to reach the East is making a stopoff 
here. We delayed catching it until the 
very last night in order to give it every 
advantage in the line of acclimatization. 
Idea is called Vaudeville Echoes. If we 
wanted to be facetious something might 
have been written about more stress be- 
ing laid on the echoes than vaude. But 
you notice we are not doing that. 

Bobby (Uke) Henshaw, a _ standard 
around here, is the m. c. and feature of 
the vaude contingent. Other acts are Ed 
and Jennie Rooney, aerialists; O’Con- 
nor Family, hoofers, and Eight Allisons, 
tumblers and Risley phenoms.

This 
carries impressions typical of the leading 
comedienne on. the Yiddish stage. Her 
Busy By Tonsils is a comedy knockout. 
being followed by a special ditty, It All 
Comes From De Tonsils, in the Pasta 
Fazul vein. Miss Picon’s love impres- 
sions of four nationalities, remembered 
from her Palace holdovers, is the key- 
stone number of the act, and then she 
bangs over her “woiking goil” number. 
We have no figures on how Miss Picon 
drew here, but nobody can deny that 
she entertained. If she continues giv- 
ing them acts like this one Fox will play 
her again and again. Without doing 
Miss Picon any favors. 

Vaudeville Echoes is launched with 
Kaufman_stepping up on the apron and 
introducing Henshaw. House curtain 
parts revealing band as background and 
the Rooney rigging out in front. That's 
the first disappointment. A vaude try 
implies an effort to inject variety and 
you don’t achieve that end by forcing an 
audience to look at house musicians, 
both in action and repose. The Rooneys 
look nice in their form-fit tights and 
when they get started on the double 
trapeze one realizes they were booked 
for more than looks. After several 
punchy stunts on the paired traps Ed 
Rooney climbs higher to a single trap 
and his pulchritudinous partner gets 
swung via arm-to-arm and foot grips. 
A toe-to-toe swing drew a great hand 
and the pair came down for loudly-ap- 
plauded bows after a fallaway trap. fi- 
nale. 

Henshaw fills the first wait with uk- 
ing and freaky mimicry on the runway 
previously employed by Miss Picon. This 
chubby boy is personable and a swell 
entertainer. But he might achieve more 
with less lambasting. Those sly slurs 
he casts at audience apathy are flirta- 
tions for a razz. He didn’t get it here, 
which might or might not be a tribute 
to this audience. 

O’Connor Family consists of two boy 
hoofers, a peppy girl pedalist and the 
mother, who does a clog interlude. One 
of the boys makes a successful try at 
comedy. The O’Connors do a pleasing 
little hoofing act. On eight minutes 
and every minute is replete with action. 

Kaufman breaks up the running with 
a serio-comic session at the piano. Eddie 
McGill, house crooner, puts over a num- 
ber with a rainbow-lighted meg and is 
followed by a drawnout round of clown- 
ing between Henshaw, Kaufman and the 
band. This latter session has its mo- 
ments, but most of it is weak. It’s the 
business of Henshaw playing the stooge 
and grabbing Kaufman’s baton in an at- 
tempt to lead the band. 

Eight Allisons, continental troupe of 
sock tumblers and Risley experts, were a 
sight treat in the closing frame. One of 
the huskies does & double somersault, 
feet to feet, after a running start. They 
wind up with one of the cradle occu- 
pants balancing three colleagues on his 
upraised soles. 

Vaudeville Echoes is a start in the 
right direction, but only a start and 4 
weak one. Fox, Brooklyn, needs a real 
vaude show of from'five to seven acis; 
band in the pit where it belongs and the 
kind of acts that could be moved intact 
to regular vaudefilmer. This would be 
a fair trial. There is no line of girls in 
this week’s layout. Progress in this di- 
rection anyway. Total running time of 
stage show is 59 minutes. Business was 
better than we have seen it here on 
weekdays in months. Yet comfortably 
removed from capacity.

Wins in Court

against operators for pay 


NEW YORK, May 30.—Cast 
members and employees (40) of 
the Fifth Avenue won out 
Wednesday (May 27) in the West 
Side Court in their quest of back 
salaries from the operators of 
burlesque stock at the house. 
Those on the losing end are 
Charles Bragg, Harry Weiner, 
Edward Sullivan, William Lans- 
man and Nathan Posnick. Case came up 
before Judge Morris Eder on Monday 
(May 25), but was adjourned to Wednes-

Wednesday's trial revealed that the 
defendants claimed to have not been 
partners in the burlesque enterprise, but 
a partnership agreement produced by 
prosecuting counsel (Altman & Lukins) 
and received from Bragg disclaimed 
their statements.

Stock Review | 


Oxford, Brooklyn 


(Reviewed Monday Evening, May 25) 


Charlie Schwartz’s burlyfilm proposi- 
tion here is past the experimental stage. 
Schwartz picked the right spot and the 
right policy, and in his 30th week the 
show doesn’t creak, neither does it dis- 
play other signs of non-rotating in- 
firmity. We last caught this house when 
it was on its 12th stock week. It was 
a clicker then, and considerable improve- 
ment is evident now. Depends on the 
weather as to how long Schwartz will 
continue operating. But it’s a pretty 
sure thing they will resume here in the 
fall. With general conditions figured as 
being far better by then, Schwartz 
should do a mopup, having already es- 
tablished himself with the clientele as 
capable of delivering the goods con- 
sistently. 


No doubt about conditions being good 
for principals as well as chorus at the 
Oxford. Evelyn Ramsay has been here 
steadily since the inauguration of burly- 
films, and Cress Hillary, Jack Ormsby 
and Billy Harris also have long-term em- 
ployment records. Most of the. coryphees 
strike us as old familiars here, too. 


Show runs close to 80 minutes on a 
four-a-day turnover, with five operas 
(accounted for by the midnight show) 
set for Saturdays. Show caught was the 
last of the day, but the nine principals 
and line worked with a gusto that 
might well have characterized the first. 
Schwartz fills the spasms between stage 
shows with a fair selection of sound 
features. Every three or four weeks he 
alternates on the screen end with a 
cycle of smartly booked shorts. This 
was the screen menu on the night of 
the catching. 


Scenic material is in good taste and 
drops are hung so as to produce varied 
effects in color and design. Looks front 
the front as if Schwartz has more scenic 
stuff than in reality. Pit band is all 
right, but can stand some jacking up in 
handling of hot numbers for the strips. 
More forte on cornet or trombone, and 
even both, is needed. 


Cress Hillary, stout bemustached 
comic, puts on the book in collaboration 
with Schwartz. It bristles with broad 
humor, never lags and has more original 
situations than we have seen developed 
in burly over a long period. Hillary is 
also a swell item as the first-string 
comic. On his laugh staff are Jack 
Ormsby, nondescript with hobo leanings, 
and Billy Lee, clever hobo. Billy Harris 
has been straighting it here so long and 
in so many situations that most of the 
time you find him doing characters 
under heavy disguise. Which makes the 
Oxford clientele think the cast has 
about five extra character men. The 
four male principals play heavily on 
double-entendre words and situations, 
but take cognizance of limits. This 
awareness of the Oxford’s try for mixed 
audiences is reflected in the work of the 
strip women. Not a rea] strip in the 
whole show. Still they come to the 
Oxford and applaud fruitlessly for skin 
strips. Maybe it’s the way they do it 
(or fail to do it) here that holds them. 


Evelyn Ramsay, who, besides serving 
as a swell talking woman and stripper, 
also puts on the line numbers, is the 
hardy perennia)] of this company. Miss 
Ramsay is blatantly appealing, if you 
know what we mean. Frankie Flint, tall 
and blond, works in scenes and as 4&4 
stripper. Frankie delivers nicely, as do 
Margie and June White, also blondes. 
The White girls can fill as strip-teasing 
spot in any burly show, and that goes 
particularly for the peppier Margie. The 
misses double into the 10-girl line. An- 
other stripper and scene woman is Pearl 


Wilson. Pearl is a brunet and rather 
fleshy.

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Equity Hits Shoestringers 
At Annual Election Meeting 


Passes motion forcing waiver producers to pst subsiadiary 
rights—membership off—eight grand defict for year 
—fixed minimum wage asked—term of office extended 


NEW YORK, May 30.—Equity socked the faltering shoe- 
stringers in the teeth at the annual meeting held at the Hotel Astor 
Tuesday. At the meeting the resolution reported in The Billboard 
two weeks ago, requiring producers of shows with waiver casts to 
post subsidiary rights as guarantee, was passed with only two dis- 


senting votes out of attendance of 
approximately 350. Resolution 
hits directly at producers not on 
Equity’s exempt list who avoid 
posting salary bonds by getting 


players on the waiver plan. Such pro- 
ducers tn future must guarantee salaries 
by assigning in escrow to Equity their 
movie, radio and other secondary rights. 

In past, fly-by-nighters have often put 
on turks purely for movie rights in- 
volved, letting cast chase itself for dough 
after having gotten members to sign 
bond waivers. Producers cut in 50 per 
cent on subsidiary rights, and now that 
50 per cent goes to Equity. If producer 
fails to shell out salaries, they are paid 
thru sale of rights. In addition, 50 per 
cent of manager’s rights are distributed 
among cast as a reward for gambling 
with him in production. In other words, 
manager gets back just half of his origi- 
nal rights, less the deductions for the 
salaries that he owes. 

Menagers posting bond are, of course, 
exempt, and so are producers on the ex- 
empt list. 

Discussion of waiver problem has been 
going on for years, and for last six 
months definite discussions have been 
held concerning plans to do away with 
it. According to Frank Gillmore, presi- 
dent of the association, various plans 
were evolved, but most of them were 
highly complicated. This one is simple, 
and therein lies one of its chief advan- 
tages. 

Another important step taken at an- 
nual meeting was lengthening of terms 
of officers from one to three years, Re- 
elected under new three-year plan were 
Frank Gillmore, president; Arthur Byron, 
first vice-president; Florence Reed, sec- 
ond vice-president; George Fawcett, third 
vice-president; Harley Sadler, fourth 
vice-president; Charles Dow Clark, re- 
cording secretary, and Paul Dullzell, ex- 
ecutive secretary-treasurer. 

Council members elected with five-year 
terms include Phoebe Foster, R. Paul 
Harvey. Josephine Hull, Jerome Lawler, 
Ralph Morgan, Osgood Perkins, Maida 
Reade, Sir Guy Standing, Henry Travers 
and Charles Trowbridge. Elected as 
Council replacements were Priestly Mor- 
rison and Walter Connolly. 

Motion was introduced asking for fixed 
minimum wage for Equity members, but 
it was referred back to Council for further 
consideration. It would affect basic agree- 
ment with managers, which does not ex- 
pire for three years. 

Financial report showed decrease of 
$17,649.74 below last year on initiation 
fees, which meens fewer new folk came 
into organization. Which, in opinion of 
executives, is something to be thankful 
for. However, dues showed decrease of 
$33,925.94, which means that various peo. 
ple left profession. 

Total decrease in ordinary income of 
organization for year was $52,034.88. A 
number of economies had been intro- 
duced, however, and therefore deficit for 
year was only $8,757.22. This does not 
mean, however, that organization has a 


deficit. With only eight grand down for 
year, it has surplus account of $325,608.43 
left in bank. Also, various of the econo- 
mies were put in late in year, and, there- 
fore, running expenses for 1931-32 will 
be even lower than those of last season. 

Equity’s conservative financial policy 
came in for hand, with fine showing dur- 
ing period of depression. Several losses 
occurred in Los Angeles, with $1,494.82 
deposited in Bank of Hollywood and 
$7,432.71 in Guarantee Building & Loan 
Association, both outfits laying eggs. 
But, tho some per cent of deposits will 
be realized, report treats entire amount 
as loss.

Davis Acquitted of Larceny; 


Plays Return 


NEW YORK, May 30.—Irving Kaye 
Davis, playwright, who was up in Gen- 
eral Sessions on grand larceny charge 
for having induced his erstwhile land- 
lady, Mrs. Lilian B. Mason, to put dough 
into a turkey of his called Veils, was 
acquitted by a jury on Thursday after 
only about a quarter of an hour's argu- 
ment. But Davis isn’t thru with court- 
room scenes yet. He is to be tried im- 
mediately on three other grand larceny 
indictments in connection with angel 
searches for same show. 

Veils was put on at the Forrest Thea- 
ter March 18, 1928, and managed to 
fold just seven performances later. Mrs. 
Mason, in her accusations, said that 
Davis had told her Shuberts wanted to 
pay 30 grand for stage rights to the 
turk, ard Zukor 80 grand for movie 
rights. As reported last issue, both Shu- 
bert and Zukor denied making offers. 

Davis, testifying for himself on Mon- 
day, said that he’d never mentioned any- 
thing about Shubert or Zukor in garner- 
ing Mrs. Mason’s dough. He also denied 
having any business connections with 
the production of Veils, passing the 
buck to Aaron Snyder, billed as the 
play’s producer. It was Snyder, he said,

who offered jobs to the potential angels, 
seid jobs being merely sO Many come- 
ons, as Mrs. Mason told in her testimony 
last week. Snyder, the guy who got the 
buck, had testified in favor of Davis 
earlier in trial. 

Assistant District Attorney Joseph V. 
Burns questioned Davis about his fi- 
nancing of another egg layer, Pay Day, 
in spite of objections of Davis’ lawyer, 
Richard J. Mackey. Prosecutor was 
seeking to prove that Davis was in habit 
of “living right along on other people’s 
money.” 

Elsa Shelley, Davis’ wife, testified for 
defense. 


Judge Freschi summed up for over an 
hour in giving case to jury, and jury 
beat him by 45 minutes in giving case 
back again. After “not guilty” verdict, 
Davis was released on bail previously 
furnished, but he'll be right back to 
answer to other indictments. 

Probably most embarrassing part of 
trial from Davis’ point of view was 
when, during time he was witnessing 
for defense, he had to admit from stand 
that be had written 14 plays, but all 
of them had failed. 


League for 
Sunday Shows 


Moskowitz intimates cam- 
paign may start in fall— 
fight on in England 


NEW YORK, May 30.—Dr. 
Henry Moskowitz, adviser to the 
League of New York Theaters, 
has announced his intention of in- 
augurating in fall a fight for Sun- 
day showings of legitimate attrac- 
tions. Campaign would fill long- 
felt need, with movies and what- 
not going full swing and cashing 
in on holiday trade. No intima- 
tion of seven-day acting week. One of 
other performances would be canceled, in 
manner of other towns allowing Sunday 
shows. 

Meanwhile, same fight is being carried 
on in England. With Lord’s Day Ob- 
servance Act of 1781 still on books over 
there, only amusement possible is at 
public houses, or saloons to you. Now 
movie interests have succeeded in intro- 
ducing so-called Sunday Performances 
Bill, which allows local option on ques- 
tion as to whether or not squawkies can 
squawk on Sabbath. But nothing doing 
therein concerning legitimate. Bill has 
passed second reading so far. 

Meanwhile, English theater factions, 
including players, are up in arms to have 
legitimate included. Players taking lead, 
with deputation that waited on Parlia- 
ment recently with plea that the theater 
be given same rights in bill as are given 
to movies. Various English theatrical 
magazines coming out with hot editorials 
against bill as mere expediency measure, 
and as discriminatory against stage. 

If Moskowitz carries out plans in fall, 
same fight will be on here. With movies 
cashing in now for years, only straight 
performances, as in London, are those in 
holes-in-the-wall which get by law by 
giving “private showings” to “sub- 
scribers.”

hats and shoestringers will have lost 
the first fine flush of youth and the big 
musicals will begin coming to town. As 
elsewhere and often reported, next week 
sees openings of The Third Little Show 
and Max Gérdon’s followup on Three’s a 
Crowd, The Band Wagon. A little later 
Signor Ziegfeld will give birth to a new 
Follies, M. Goetz promises to import the 
Folies Bergere, and those reliable gents, 
White and Carroll, will break out with 
productions. It seems to be the season 
to discuss big musicals. 

At the same time that the top-heavy 
girl and gag shows are ponderously mov- 
ing on the town the prices of entertain- 
ment all over the face of Broadway are 
being lowered. But with the exception 
of the offering of Herr Carroll, who 
promises and has been promising a 
three-buck top, the scale of the big 
musicals will be as high as ever. If the 
shows are good the public, as usual, will 
pay the prices. If the shows are bad 
we can expect a new crop Of wails over 
the world’s worst theatrical season. 

But with the production and running 
expenses that the producers have been 
indulging in for the last four or five 
years it’® hard for the shows to make 
much money, no matter how well they 
may be patronized. There have been at 
least two instances this season of big 
and pretentious nudefests which just 
about paid their running expenses when 
they were selling out. As soon as a row 
or two of empty seats appeared the 
producers began losing. money. To say 
nothing of their inability to pay off 
anything on the huge original nuts. 


And even with the running geared low 
enough to come within reason there 
have been big hits which took 16 to 20 
weeks—a pretty good run at any time— 
to pay off the investment on production. 
Something must be wrong. 

It seems that the producers are work- 
ing on the premise that a musical, in 
order to attract the crowds, must make 
just about the same sort of flash (and 
have just about the same gaudy type 
of ill taste) as the Paramount Temple of 
Cinema or Roxy's High Cathedral. And, 
in addition, all of;:the stuffs that go to 
make the unwieldy maharajah-like dis- 
play must be the goods—must be real 
and not merely faked for the stage. 
Bales of expensive cloths go toward the 
making of the costumes. Ten grand’s 
worth of piano serves as a footstool for 
the leading comic. Virgin forests are 
uprooted from British Guiana and trans- 
planted to the stage of the Blank Thea- 
ter to get a line in the daily dramatic 
departments and a very questionable 
scenic effect. 

It’s merely silly. 
—and sometimes a great deal better— 
could be had by judicious stage faking 
in the hands of a master of the craft. 
And dat ol’ debbil Public doesn’t really 
demand all the litter of junk anyhow. 
This department may be going balmy 
with the spring, but it has a quaint idea 
that what the public wants is not the 
scenery and the costumes, but the show. 
A good show, modestly garbed, but with 
knock-out tunes and lines, and perform- 
ers who can ptt them across oddly 
appeals to this corner a great deal more 
than the usual Oriental displays of ex- 
pensively draped sets and expensively 
undraped dames. 

Strangely enough, the theory seems to 
be borne out by history. It’s really been 
only the shows that are good shows that

Looks Like Brand-New Low 


For Legit Shows in Summer 


NEW YORK, May 30.—With last sum- 
mer figured as ultimate low water in 
legit, only 13 shows playing on Broad- 
way during one week, it locks as tho 
present summer would be out to beat 
it. Present crop of hangers-on are prac- 
tically all dubious, with few worth men- 
tioning rising on the heat-waved hor- 
izon. Chances are that 13 shows will 
look like something to shoot at at some 
time during the coming beach and bath- 
tub days. 

A little less than 40 shows now on 
the boards, but an imagination stretched 
as long as year-old suspenders couldn't 
figure many of them to stick. A good 
half dozen, and among them several that 
are figured as the better draws, have 
already announced closings during June. 
And most of the rest haven’t announced 
them, but they might just as well. 

Those lasting out the perspiration sea- 
son will probably include As Husbands 
Go, The Barretts of Wimpole Street and 
Grand Hotel. The Green Pastures, with 
lowered price scale, may stick it out, tho 
it’s been thru the hot spell. Once in a 
Lifetime, also with admission down, is 
possibility. Her Supporting 
Cast, if it cut-rates and  ballyhoos 
enough, may pull a Stepping Sisters, tho 
it’s problematical. House Beautiful may 
be held up by an influx of unsophisti- 
cates, but again it’s only a chance. The 
Vinegar Tree probably hasn’t the needed 
strength. 


And in the field of musicals it’s even 
worse. With high-powered competition 
coming down like the Assyrian, practical- 
ly none of the present entries look espe- 
clally good. Aborn and his Gilbert and 
Sullivan revivals at the Erlanger are 
scheduled thru July, which makes one.

Coming week shows a barrage of open- 
ings, but only two of them, The Third 
Little Show and The Band Wagon, seem 
to have the slightest chance of lasting 
thru the heat. And from then until the 
first of August there are only four shows 
scheduled, which is probably a record 
low for the same number of weeks in 
apy season. The four are the Ziegfeld 
Follies, Carr’s The Wooden Soldier, 
George White’s Scandals and a Wally 
Gluck opus called The Bitter Road, 
which will need some squaring with 
Equity before it can come in.

Bartlett McCormack has 
changed it slightly in bringing it to the 
screen and has done an excellent piece 
of work. Story retains interest thruout, 
has plenty of action and is something 
different in the crookdom stories from 
the usual gangster, beer-running stories 
that have been the vogue.

How- 
ever. during the time he is trying to 
find work, the only people who help see 
him thru are crook pals who knew him 
before his prison days. He secures a 
job and has soon worked himself into 
the confidence of his boss. About this 
time one of his pals rabs the district 
attorney’s home of a valuable diamond 
necklace and in escaping is shot by the 
butler. His girl\ friend takes the 
wounded robber to Chick’s home while 
he is away. Dope-addict brother helps 
to hide him in the attic. Knowing that 
he was stil] friendly with some of his 
criminal pals, the police pick up Chick 
and his wife before they even know the 
wounded man is in their home. Return- 
ing home, they discover the truth thru 
the brother and the crook bleeds to 
death just as Chick reaches him. De- 
tectives have trailed the robber’s girl to 
Chick’s home and soon have Chick in 
their charge. He has the jewels on him, 
having taken them from the dope, who 
had stolen them from the dying robber. 
Detective promises not to arrest them 
if they will give him the jewels. When 
he double-crosses them they knock him 
out with a blow from a pistol butt and 
start for the district attorney's home to 
give up the jewels and explain how they 
were unwittingly enmeshed in the rob- 
bery. Before they reach there they are 
picked up by detectives and carried back 
to headquarters, where they finally ex- 
plain things satisfactorily to the com- 
missioner and are permitted to return 
home. 


Plenty of plot and counterplot, fast 
action, good comedy and an excellent 
cast make this one a sure-fire programer 
in spite of its years of service on the 
stage and in stock.

That is, there are @ number of old gags 
and some of them not so old that have 
formed the so-called belly laughs of 
many vaudeville acts and which have 
been strung together with a slight 
thread of story. However, in spite of the 
gags’ antiquity the picture has laughs 
due to the manner in which Woolsey 
handles his role and some nice detail 
in direction by Clyde Bruckman.

Girl meets a town chap and soon they 
are in love. When she tells her foster 
father that she is tired of traveling he 
inveigles a jewelry shop owner to take 
him on to build up business. Soon they 
have become acquainted in town, the 
report having spread that the doctor is 
related to European royalty. At a swell 
affair the doctor’s yen for gambling 
makes him get out his three-shell game 
and he soon has won from all of the 
guests. But the girl makes him return 
the money by showing up the trick. Of 
course, the boy’s mother frowns on the 
match, and when the jewelry store is 
robbed the new employee is arrested. He 
escapes, taking the girl with him, and 
just when they are about to cross the 
county line the sheriff captures them, 
but tells them they have found the real 
culprit, and the girl returns with her 
sweetheart while the faker travels on 
alone to new territory. 

Anita Louise has the role of the girl. 
Miss Louise, just blossoming into fea- 
tured roles, makes an excellent appear- 
ance and comes thru nicely with a 
rather stereotyped role.

This latest Ramon Novarro starring 
vehicle turns out to be an entertaining 
and diverting little photoplay much 
lighter in its construction and portrayal 
than the usual Novarro vehicle. Novarro 
has developed a high sense of comedy 
that he uses to excellent effect in this 
story. The picture makes a good pro- 
gramer for sophisticated audiences. 

Based on the book of same name by 
Arthur Schnitzler, the story is thoroly 
Continental in its treatment and atmos- 
phere. It is the fact that it has been 
kept light as thistledown most of the 
way that lends it glamour. Novarro 
appears as a young officer in the Aus- 
trian emperor’s guard and sings nary a 
song. Helen Chandler has the leading 
role, and, while she seems thoroly at 
home in the character of the school 
teacher in the earlier sequences, she 
seems entirely too wistful for the woman 
who becomes the mistress of a rather 
tough character bedecked in satins and 
jewels later in the story. Jean Hersholt, 
as the tough character, is excellent. Wil- 
liam Bakewell, Glenn Tyron and C. 
Aubrey Smith are others in the cast who 
acquit themselves nicely. Jacques Fey- 
der in handling the direction has car- 
ried out the locale nicely. 

Story tells of a young officer in the 
guards who is spending more than he 
makes. His uncle, his superior officer, 
aids him in meeting his debts and at the 
same time is trying to contract,a mar- 
riage for the lad with a wealthy girl 
Novarro cannot see for dust. About this 
time another officer kills himself on 
account of a debt of honor. Novarro 
assists a young music teacher from a 
forced rituation with a man she does not 
like and then forces his attention on 
her. Soon she falls for him, but after 
a night with her he leaves money in 
payment. This hurts the girl so that, 
unsophisticated as she is, she turns to a 
wealthy tough and becomes his mistress. 
Novarro gambles for high stakes with 
this man and loses. The man tells him 
he must meet his debt of honor at noon 
the next day. Just as Novarro is about 
to kill himself the uncle arrives and 
settles the debt. The result is that 
Novarro resigns from the emperor's 
guards to lead a civilian life and marry 
the girl who has given up the rich man 
to go back to her music teaching.

Paramount has put a cracking good 
cast into this picture that turns out to 
be first-rate melodrama and holds the 
interest thruout. The cast includes Clive 
Brook, Charles (Buddy) Rogers, Richard 
Arlen, Fay Wray, Jean Arthur and 
Francis McDonald, all of them giving 
nice characterizations. It is the first 
time that Rogers and Arlen have ap- 
peared together since their cofeaturing 
in Wings back in the silent days of 
the movies. While the story centers 
around Arlen and Rogers, it is Rogers’ 
role that is outstanding, due particularly 
to the fact that the powers that be have 
seen. fit to cast him in a role that is 
entirely foreign to the characters that 
have been given him since talkies be- 
came the vogue. Also it calls for a more 
definite portrayal than the youthful 
theme-yodeling juvenile roles that have 
been allotted him. Rogers proves by his 
portrayal in this film that he can act. 
It is a thankless role, thoroly selfish and 
cowardly. Jean Arthur’s portrayal*also 
stands out as one of the best things in 
the film. 

The story is by James Hilary Finn, 
with the adaptation by Lloyd Corrigan 
and Max Marcin. Louis Gasnier and 
Max Marcin directed and have held the 
interest nicely thruout. At the start we 
find Arlen, a sailor, on shore leave for 
a few hours. He visits a gambling house, 
where he goes broke and sells his pistol 
to Rogers, who also loses all in the crap 
game. In an effort to reach the ship, 
the last trolley having gone, Arlen pur- 
loins a car from in front of a house and 
is arrested for speeding. In the mean- 
time Rogers is prevailed upon by a crook 
to stick up the gambling joint on the 
grounds that the owner used loaded 
dice. The crook borrows the gun Rogers 
had bought from Arlen, and when the 
owner is killed all evidence points to 
Arlen. He is finally tried, convicted and 
sentenced to the electric chair. His girl- 
hood sweetheart arrives and tries to get 
the leading lawyer, played by Clive 
Brook, to take the case. The lawyer is 
in love with Rogers’ sister, and as Rogers 
had confessed to him as his own lawyer 
the lawyer's ethics will not permit him 
to tell the secret. The last day before 
the execution arrives and the governor 
has refused clemency. The _ girlhood 
sweetheart and two sailor pals take it 
upon themselves to secure evidence that 
will bring a last-minute reprieve. They 
find a Negro who gives them enough 
information to lead to the guilty parties, 
and when the crook confronts Rogers in 
his home before the lawyer Rogers 
realizes his cowardice and tells the whole 
thing. The crook is sentenced to the 
electric chair and Rogers gets a year for

Another propaganda film from U, S. 
Soviet Russia, directed by Edward Iogan- 
son, with American titles by Melvin P. 
Levy. Russian school of cinematography, 
since Eisenstein first made Potemkin, has 
developed these Red films that have an 
appeal to certain audiences in the larger 
cities, but which mean nothing in the 
hinterlands. 

This one is not quite as flagrant 
with its Soviet ideas as others, tho at 
every opportunity it is thrust in and 
means little to the average American 
audience. In this one we find the far 
Eastern tribes of Russia fighting against 
the rich land owners, who also owr the 
streams and keep them dammed so that 
the peasants’ land parches under the 
sun. 

Aman, one of the peasants, and more 
daring than the others, goes to the city 
to find how to get water for irrigation 
and is taught at a Soviet plant how to 
build a dam.

The presentation here this week is 
something a little different than usual.

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Warners Flop 


In Song Game 


Bough way in for $28,- 
000.000 — ready to sell 
back, Broadway hears 


NEW YORK, June 1.—War- 
- ner Brothers have convinced prac- 
tically every experienced music 
man that they don’t belong in the 
popular music field and that the 
longer they remain the more 
chaos their supposed efficiency 
men will create among their own 
music units. Warners have dgne 
more harm to their own outfits 
than to any outsider. They are credited 
with having paid out approximately 
$28,000,000 for their music interests in 
four big publishing firms. Just why 
they paid out all that coin is a mystery 
to music men. Just now they could. use 
some of that money and save them- 
selves the trouble of asking bankers for 
more capital. 

When Warners invaded the music 
game they set forth and signed up good, 
bad and indifferent writers at big salaries 
and at the end of a year when theme 
songs flopped they didn’t know what to 
co with many of the song makers. Not 
more than 25 per cent of the writers 
signed by Warners earned half the 
money paid them. The writers them- 
selves looked upon the Warner invasion 
and mania for tying up writers as the 
joke of their lives, as well as the great- 
est windfall they had ever pictured in 
their wildest dreams. 

Next Warners acquired four good 
music firms, Harms, Inc.; De Sylva, 
Brown & Henderson, Inc.; M. Witmark & 
Son and Remick Music Corporation. 
They took Witmark out of the studios, 
where the firm was none too strong, and 
placed it in a barn large enough to stage 
a national political convention. Then, 
as a result of their methods of operat- 
ing, they found they couldn’t control the 
writing abilities of De Sylva, Brown & 
Henderson. The writers were taken over 
by Fox, and the best Warners got was 
the privilege of publishing the song fea- 
tured with Fox pictures. Warners 
bought the shell of a nut without the 
meat inside. 

Warners also placed George and Arthur 
Piantadosi at the head of a new unit. 
Just when the bovs were getting one of 
their numbers among the best sellers, 
Warners’ efficiency man issued orders to 
close the plant. It is estimated that this 
crazy stunt cost Warners $100,000. 

Once the efficiency men gained con- 
trol they began to tell the executives 
of the different Warner units how to 
run the music business. They tried to 
pool the advertising and attempted to 
compel the music managers to advertise 
songs according to the efficiency men’s 
ideas, Yet these efficiency men didn’t 
know the first thing about the business. 
Warner music units had been running 
smoothly until the mecddlers were per- 
mitted to have their way. 


Recently. in a desperate effort to re- 
duce the music “nut,” the efficiency man 
has been trimming staffs and cutting 
salaries. Executives have been shifted 
about and dropped like so many office 
boys. And the wise guys in the Warner 
outfit, who wouldn’t accept the royalty 
terms offered by Durium, are charged 
with costing Warners $100,000 in lost

Average 
business during the winter season just 
ended was more than 100 per cent great- 
er than the house enjoyed during the 
straight-talkie days, Allen says. That 
increase in business doesn’t sound 50 
unreasonable when it is considered that 
the Ada Meade was the only house in 
Lexington offering real flesh and blood 
in conjunction with the talkies. 


And, it must be considered, toc, that 
Manager Allen didn’t increase his box- 
office receipts by employing turkey out- 
fits. He brought in the best shows avail- 
able, accorded them fair treatment and 
paid them on a liberal basis. He didn’t 
resort to chiseling. If the show had 
quality, he was willing to pay the price 
That is another reason why the house 
has hac such success with tabloid-talkie 
policy.

ORD comes from Minneapolis that

Since 
Bainbridge, altho not an ultra-conserva- 
tive, has never been known to plan or 
promote recklessly, his attitude at this 
time, when the legitimate theater is at 
its lowest ebb, should encourage even 
the faintest heart.

John R. is 
now in Syracuse, N. Y., readying for the 
1931-'32 season. 


HI-BROWN BOBBY BURNS officiated 
backstage and helped the girls put on 
makeup when the Lady Minstrels ap- 
peared at Parkland Masonic Hall, Louis- 
ville, May 20, under the auspices of the 
Ladies’ Auxiliary of the Mutual Benefit 
Association of the Reynolds Metal Com- 
pany Employees. Show was a benefit for 
the unemployed. 


“DO YOU REMEMBER Paul Dresser, 
the golden-throated tenor of the 
Thatcher, Primrose & West Minstrels, 
singing the phenomenal sobsong hit, 
Here Lies an Actor?” Bobby Gossans 
asked. “The refrain, which used to draw 
a regular Niagara of tears from the 
women, ran: 

“Here lies an actor; in life played many 
parts. 

He had his joys and sorrows, was oft- 
times sad at heart. 

May his sleep here be peaceful beneath 
the bright blue skies. 

While passing drop a flower where an 
actor lies.” 

And Art Crawford answers: “You 
betcha I remember him. And I remem- 
ber how George Thatcher, on the tambo 
end, would warble a parody just after 
Dresser had backed up into his seat in 
the semicircle, taking a bow with every 
backward step. Thatcher's parody ran: 
“Here lies a minstrel, unable now to 

stand. 
His board bill’s in his pocket, a Bill- 
board’s in his hand. 

He’s hocked his watch and -scarfpin, 
bones and tambourine likewise. 
When passing drop a corkscrew where a 

minstrel lies.” 


JOHN J. NOLAN, veteran minstrel, 
writing from Boston, says: “Recalling 
the query of Harry Baugh, I wish to say 
Barlow, Wilson, Primrose and West left 
the employ of Jack Haverly in 1878 and 
organized their own show. It was at 
that time that Haverly organized the 
famous ‘40—count ‘em—40’ troupe. B, 
W., P. & W. firm then worked together 
until the summer of 1882, when they dis- 
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solved partnership. Barlow and Wilson 
headed their own show and Primrose 
and West joined hands with George 
Thatcher, the firm name being Thatcher, 
Primrose & West. They continued as 
such until 1889. As a kid I lived in 
Cincinnati in the "70s and broke into 
the game there with the Allen, Dele- 
hanty & Hengler Minstrels at the old 
National Theater on Sycamore street, 
afterwards Spence Brothers’ tobacco fac- 
tory. In that show were Delehanty and 
Hengler, Billy Sweatnam, Dave Reed, 
Johnny Allen, Billy Robinson, George 
Gale, J. W. Freeth, Dr. Gustav Bideaux, 
the Weston Brothers, Foreman and But- 
ler, Harry Stanwood and others. Show 
was flop. While I received only a few 
dollars, like any boy, I was thrilled and 
tickled to death with the knowledge of 
being in such company, especially 4s 
Delehanty and Hengler were the big guns 
of the country’s song and dance men. 
While I worked in many shows afterward 
I never forgot that gang. During my 
time I worked for Duprez and Benedict, 
McNish, Johnson and Slavin; George 
Wilson, the Gormans, Goodyear, Eliteh 
& Schilling, and Charles Schilling. In 
1892 I was stage director for Schilling. 
With W. §. Cleveland, in 1893-'04-'05, 
I was both stage and vocal director. 
In 1898 I started rehearsing amateur 
shows in and around Boston, where I am 
still going strong. I have been asso- 
ciated with such sterling performers as 
Banks Winter, Fox and Ward, J. Marcus 
Doyle (world’s champion clog dancer of 
his time), George Edwards, Burt Haverly, 
Billy Emerson, John Queen, Charles 
Goodyear, Al Leach, Billy Carter, Swift 
and Chase, Arthur Rigby, Jay Quigley, 
Harry Morse, Raymond Shaw, Martin Ho- 
fan, Will Walling, Tommy Lewis (sing- 
er), Ed Kelly, Clivetter (whose death no- 
tice was in a recent issue of The Bill- 
board), Crawford Brothers, Barry and 
Spaun, the Four Emperors of Music, Wa- 
terbury Brothers and Tenny, Lew Bene- 
dict, Highey Dougherty and others too 
numerous to mention, al] of whom were 
identified with the principal minstrel 
organizations. I often sigh for the good 
old burnt cork days and the 11:45, when 
we hoofed it in rain, shine, snow and 
sleet. In conclusion, let me say the first 
minstre! show I ever saw was in 1875 at 
the old Woods Theater, Cincinnati, Sixth 
and Vine. It was J. H. Haverly’s troupe. 
On the roster were Milton G. Barlow and 
George Wilson, on the ends. Primrose 
and West did song and dance and clog. 
Ed French was banjoist. Thomas B. 
Dixon, J. W. Freeth and the Welling 
Boys, Henry and Albert, were vocalists. 
Something to talk about and dream 
about. Eh, boys?” 


J. R. VAN ARNAM’S MINSTRELS, like 
the new Al G. Field outfit, will use au- 
tomobiles only for transportation this 
season. New Van Arnam show is a the- 
ater show and the members of the com- 
pany will live in hotels. 


ALGER LANCASTER, formerly man- 
ager and part owner of Lasses White 
Minstrels, is now in partnership with 
Skeets Mayo, of the Tri-States Produc- 
ing Company.

It reads: “Just noted an item in 
your minstrelsy column wherein Fred 
Taylor makes the statement that he pro- 
duced two shows in France; namely, A 
Night in the Trenches and Just For To- 
night. I am not disputing that Taylor 
produced the two shows mentioned, al- 
tho I do not recall them, and I was at 
the Palais de Glace, in Paris, during the 
period when road shows were booked out 
of the play factory in Tours. One thing 
I will have to dispute and that is that 
the above-mentioned shows were not the 


only shows that toured the A. E. F. cir- 
cuit. We must not forget Buck on Leave, 
Put It There, Atta Boy Minstrels, Arkan- 
saw Travelers and many other noted at- 
tractions that were tremendous hits in 
the different “Y's” and other huts. And 
I don’t dispute Taylor when he says that 
his unit played Italy. But I do say he 
never played Austria with an American 
unit. I refer you to James W. Evans, 
who is connected with this firm, and 
Evans had charge of all entertainment 
in the whole A. E. F. at one time. If in 
doubt about Evans’ overseas position, I 
refer you to the entertainment division 
of the Y. M. C. A., out of which office at 
10 Rue D’ Agasseau, Paris, all entertain- 
ment in the A. E. FP. was booked. If 
Fred got into Austria he was a. w. o. }. 
Above is not to enter into dispute with 
Taylor. We are finished because we 
know what we are talking (or writing) 
about. And we are glad to see Mr. and 
Mrs. Taylor so successful. Amen!”

Important Birthday Party 


Eighteenth dnnual meeting of the as- 
sociation, held May 26 in the North 
Ballroom of the Hotel Astor, New York, 
produced one important piece of legisla- 
tion, in addition to covering the regular 
routine of the reports of officers and 
the election of officers and one-fifth of 
the Council. 


Ralph Morgan, as representative of the 
Council, described the regulations 
adopted by the Council, after consider- 
ation extending over a period of six or 
eight months, for the control of waiver 
productions, which the Council had de- 
cided to submit to the annual meeting 
for ratification. According to those 
regulations, when a producer asks a com- 
pany to sign a waiver of security for 
salaries he will be required to assign to 
Equity all his subsidiary rights . (stock, 
motion picture. radio and other rights) 
as a@ guarantee for the cast’s salaries. 
When these rights are sold one-half of 
the producer’s share will be distributed 
among the cast as a bonus for having 
worked under those conditions, the 
money to be shared pro rata according 
to the percentage of the cast salary re- 
ceived by each actor. If any money is 
due the cast for salaries or claims at 
the time of the closing of the play, this 
must come from the producer's half of 
his share of the rights sold. Remainder 
will be returned to him. Thus, said 
Morgan, actors who are asked to gamble 
their time and talent will have some- 
thing to gamble for. 
two votes in the negative when the 
question was finally submitted to the 
meeting. 

A recommendation from the floor that 
during the existing depression no officer 
or representative of the association be 
eligible to receive more than a quite 
small salary, which was named, was an- 
swered by Arthur Byron. He went into 
the conditions which existed when Equity 
was first organized and the salaries 
which were then paid to its executives. 
He explained that all of those connected 
with its administration had taken a 
voluntary cut at this time. And he men- 
tioned something of the salaries paid 
equivalent union heads. When the vote 
was called for not one voice was raised 
in favor of the proposition.

Clarence Derwent Award 

Of future rather than immediate in- 
terest, and yet one of the prizes whose 
award annually will furnish plenty of 
discussion, is the idea proposed by Clar- 
ence Derwent, which he is about to in- 
corporate in his will. 

Derwent, tho still hale and whole, is 
about to depart for Spain, and condi- 
tions there are such as to give a thinker 
pause. He is to be accompanied by his 
sister, Elfrida Derwent, and Miss Der- 
went is the only immediate member of 
his family. Any catastrophe which 
might overwhelm him would conceivably 
involve her likewise. 

And so Derwent proposes to set up a 
trust fund of $20,000, the interest of 
which, $1,000, will be awarded annually 
to the actor or actress, excluding stars 
and featured players, who gave the best 
individual performance in New York 
during the year. Equity’s president, or a 
committee appointed by him, shall award 
the prize each year. 

It is not, we hasten to repeat, a prize 
which is to be offered immediately, for 
this trust fund will come from Derwent’s 
estate. But the idea is immensely in- 
teresting and ought to provoke no less 
interest and comment among actors and 
students of the stage than the Pulitzer 
awards. 


Campaign for Lost Road 


In an effort to stimulate productions 
for the road, Equity has joined other 
elements in the League of New York 
Theaters, Inc., in an effort to persuade 
the railroads to lower their rates to 
theatrical touring companies. If the ap- 
peal to the Trunk Line Association is 
successful the League proposes to take 
up the matter with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission to secure authoriza- 
tion for such reduced rates. Equity was 
represented on that occasion by Presi- 
dent Prank Gillmore. .

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Equity’s Ruling on Waiver 
Productions Is a Wise Move 
A‘ TORS’ EQUITY ASSOCIATION by 
its recent ruling which prohibits mem- 
bers from signing to appear in a non- 
bonded production unless the management 
of said production signs over to the associa- 
tion 50 per cent of its share of the motion 
picture, radio and other rights, has per- 
formed a distinct service, not alone to its 
members, but to the commercial theater as 
an institution. 

Certainly the unscrupulous, “fly-by- 
night” producer is a serious blight on the 
theater. He views the business solely as a 
racket and he reaps his profit by preying on 
members of the profession. He loses noth- 
ing, while the players who fall for his glow- 
ing phrases lose everything. 

The number of “fly-by-night” produc- 
tions has been growing in recent years, and 
in moving to kill them off Equity again 
proves itself to be the most constructive 
force in the field. 


That the established producers in the 
theater have not done*something about it 
before this is but another sign that most of 
them are satisfied to attend only to their 
own petty, selfish interests. They care 
nothing about remedying those evils which 
undermine the very future of the theater. 

Equity, as always, must show them the 
way. 


Burlesque Should Return to 
Comedy as Its Fundamental

geanize another burlesque circuit next 
season matters little. 


It makes no differ- 


ence, as we see it, if a burlesque whee! is to 
be called Mutual, Columbia, or what-have- 
you. In other words, the future of bur- 
lesque does not hinge on bigger and better 
circuits. It depends on new talent, new 
material—a general housecleaning that will 
eliminate the dirt and suggestiveness. 

We do not believe that the average bur- 
lesque patron pays any attention to the cir- 
cuit name. He 1s interested only in whether 
or not a show is good. If so, he will go and 
see it, no matter who has produced it or 
what circuit is booking it. 

Too much attention has been devoted in 
recent years to the technical aspects of the 
burlesque business. Great thought has been 
given to the problems of better routing, 
lower operating costs, cheaper costumes, 
reduced labor overhead and 100-and-1 other 
things that have nothing to do with the one 
vital thing 


We insist that there is a vast public will- 
ing and able to support burlesque of quality. 
The died-in-the-wool burlesque fan, 
ever, is fed up on the “ 
the vulgar, brazen gags and the cheap, un- 
talented performers. 

Any burlesque mogul who will dispense 
productions in which low, slap-stick comedy 
is the backbone will clean up. It is about 
time to recognize this fact. Much hot air 
is being spilled about the great success en- 
joved by the old Columbia Circuit. Well, 
why don’t the burlesque leaders of the pres- 
ent follow the example? No one,‘as far as 
we know, has a corner on the formula, 
which amounts to nothing more than good 
comedy, handled by capable comedians and 
talented supporting cast. In those days, 
too, comedy was king and the “strip tease” 
was not even recognized.

Another Example of the Insincerity 
Displayed in Fighting Outdoor Shows 
OT long ago a prominent circus was 
booked into an Ohio city for a one- 
day date. It so happened that tke 
business interests of the town, led by the 
manager of the local picture theater, a chain 
unit, attempted to arouse agitation against 
the circus—and not without some success 

That old bromide, “it takes money out 
of town,” was the backbone of the campaign 
and Mr. Picture Manager was among the 
most active in spreading the propaganda. 

On the day the circus played this city 
a representative of The Billboard went 
down to see the show. The local papers 
had editorialized on the amount of money 
the circus would take from the pockets of 
local merchants; in the barber shops and 
ciga? stores groups of men were discussing 
the advisability of supporting a measure 
prohibiting the further showing of circuses, 
carnivals and other outdoor shows. 

Upon arriving on the lot, however, it 
was found that conditions were quite the 
opposite to what was being claimed, as is 
always the case in such controversies. 
Trucks of local meat, grocery and vegetable 
concerns were backed up to the commissary 
tent unloading wares; the local hay and 
grain man was furnishing feed for the 
stock: local tank wagons were pumping 
gas and oil into the trucks and trailers. 


Upon returning to the business section 
of this city after the circus matinee The 
Billboard reporter happened to pass the 
leading picture house and he noticed in 
front of it the truck of a New York sign 
firm, bearing New York State license piates 
and carrying New York workingmen.

Big- 
ger and better attractions are certain to 
build patronage that will mean bigger and 
better gates for years to come.

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The Small Motorized Circus 
Editor The Billboard: 

Having read Agent Admire’s last ar- 
ticle in the Forum, I couldn’t help but 
write a reply to it. I do not agree with 
him on the end of the seven-to-twelve- 
truck circus. In fact, I feel it is a very 
necessary one; therefore, this is what 
can’ be done with a small truck circus: 

First: Size of tents, big top, 70-ft. with 
one 30-ft. middle; menage top, 40-ft., 
with two 20-ft. middles; marquee, 15x10, 
all with 10-ft. wall; then side show, 
30x50; pit show, 20x30, both push pole 
type with banner lines. This makes a 
very complete lineup on the lot to the 
eye. In the big top place five sections 
of six-tier star-back reserves; and 12 sec- 
tions of six or seven-tier blues, placing 
six sections on each end, thereby leaving 
a nice entrance from menage tent, while 
at other end is a nice opening for band 
or calliope player, and in the center or 
middle width can have nice lambrequins 
to the dressing room, and rest of space 
for props, etc., with the end of seats 
covered with end curtains and seat net- 
ting before the reserved seats. 

All this canvas can be loaded on one 
dual-tired truck. This truck to be built 
as a tabloid for parade and use for clown 
truck with loud horn on top. Truck No. 
2, build as a cage truck, but to carry 
all seats, stringers, ring curb, toe pins 
and jacks. Truck No. 3, cage truck to 
carry poles, stakes, jacks. Truck No. 4 is 
calliope truck body, with light plant, 
cable, lights and a removable calliope. 
Truck No. 5, office and sleeper, made 
parade style, nicely painted and trimmed. 
Truck No. 6, cookhouse built with open 
sides and well screened to use in parade, 
Truck No. 7 a dual truck with an 18 or 
20-ft. highway semitrailer to carry six 
ponies, two horses, two camels, one ele- 
phant and small animals for side show 
and pit shows, and to fix sides for band 
truck in parade. Truck No. 8, build as 
cage and use for side show, pit show, 
props truck. 

Truck No. 9, build as lion cage with 
three compartments, use No. 1 at night 
for lions; No. 2 for bears and compart- 
ment No. 3 for leopards and place all 
monkeys in separate boxes and place on 
top of truck. Thereby Truck No. 9 
would carry two small cub lions, two 
leopards, two cub bears, all monkeys and 
place the center poles in sides. In this 
way you would have trucks No. 2, 3, 8 to 
load in between towns and to use as 
cages during parade and in menage. 
Truck No. 10 is advance truck. All 
trucks dual tired, thereby making a 10- 
truck show. 

Your big top will seat 210 people in 
reserved seats and about 600 in blues, or 
800 people. You can also use two 10 or 
12-ft. stages next to center poles, mak- 
ing a two-stage and one 28-ft. ring show. 

Now for parade. You can line up as 
follows: First, a selected feature. Then 
two pony riders, office truck, two pony 
riders, band truck, two pony riders, cage 
of leopards, cookhouse, cage of bears, two 
horse riders, cage of monkeys, mule and 
clown, cage of lions, canvas truck with 
clowns and horn, dogs, camels, elephant, 
calliope truck, making over two blocks of 
parade and every truck and every ani- 
mal in the parade, no waste equipment. 


The public wants quality and flashy 
up-to-date equipment. A show of this 
size can give a very nice program of 
about 1% hours. Today the owner of a 
small show must own all his own ani- 
mals and not lease or hire. Yes, Mr. 
Admire is right. It takes brains, pride, 
money, experience and also deep study, 
but what he forgot to say was “It also 
takes a real agent with the same to put 
the show in the right spot to count. 
It takes a real manager and also a real 
agent to make a successful show.” 


I also believe it is better to be small 
and work to capacity than be big and 
work to half capacity; also the very best 
of a three-ring show can be placed on 
20 trucks with plenty of cages and ani- 
mals. The trouble with small shows is 
that they have old equipment. No ani- 
mals, very little paper up. If they give 
parade, it is awful, and unless any show 
has good, modern, flashy parade equip- 
ment he should not give a parade. An- 
other thing wrong with the small shows 
is only two tents. Big top with marquee 
and side show tent with no animals. 
Poor lights, dirty tents, old trucks. If 
you don't look prosperous the natives 
know it and stay out. 

Another thing, they make too small 
towns and they do not put up enough 
paper. Now some of you will say a small 
show can not make a good-sized town 
successfully. Oh, yes, they can. I have 
watched it several times, but one of the 
best ones was in 1928. Agent C. L. Yea- 
ger, ahead of Vanderburg Bros.’ Show, 
booked Robbinsdale, Minn., population 
4,500 people, with 11 trucks. The show 


This 
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landed at 10 am. Sunday. Frank Hall 
was the owner. Well, he is a smart 
showman and clean. He arranged his 
show in heart of town. Monday he 
showed the town. I don’t think Frank 
Hall or his wife will ever forget Rob- 
bindale, Minn. Every seat was gone and 
they filled every bit of his tent to the 
ring. He advertised a one-ring show and 
he had a one-ring show. Then, to top it 
all off, The Minneapolis Journal, largest 
paper in Northwest, photographed the 
show and ran a two-page story in colors. 
Think of it. Not even Ringling has 
ever made it. Also, later, Orton Bros.’ 
one-ring show landed in the paper for 
two pages. Both are good, clean one- 
ring shows. When Hall had his show 
down and loaded the officials thanked 
him for his nice show and asked him to 
return again. A one-ring show in a 4,500 
town. Capacity business. 

I find the public likes a one-ring show 
better than the large show. Talk to the 
newspapermen of smal] towns, business 
men, teachers and 75 per cent say they 
like the old-time one-ring show. Now 
take the article The Billboard published 
on the facts of CFA questions under 
what they liked best, large shows or one- 
ring and 41 per cent said one ring. 

Now the time of the large railroad 
shows and the large motorized show is 
coming to an end. They will get smaller 
as years go by. The show business has 
changed, due to radio and the auto. The 
truck circus showman must be up-to- 
date, clean, honest, brainy, have money, 
experience, and, above all, a real clean, 
smart, fast-stepping agent ahead. Ad- 
mire is a good agent. I know. The one- 
ring show will be here forever. Will the 
big one? I think not, and no man 
should go out in the truck show with- 
out money, experience, a good agent, 
modern and new equipment; and, above 
all, he should standardize his equip- 
ment, use only paired animals and breed, 
so as to sell and exchange for equipment 
he needs. 

If he makes a few dollars, to remem- 
ber he isn’t J. P. or John D., but salt it 
away, as a good old dollar is a calling 
card most any place on earth. No, the 
one-ring show is here to stay, but you 
need plenty of canvas and flash and you 
will make money.

Billy Watson on Burlesque 
Editor The Billboard: 


Billy Watson, of “Beef Trust” fame, 
has cleaned up fortunes in bunlesque 
during the past 40 years and it can be 
done again by giving the public shows 
on the style formerly played by the Co- 
lumbia Amusement Company. There are 
many men who will not allow wife, 
sweetheart, mother or daughter to at- 
tend the performances the way they are 
given today, or as much as pass the front 
of the theater. 

If you were to cut out the smut that 
some of the comics are giving today, 
they cannot replace this with clean ma- 
terial as it would go over dead as a 
tombstone. Then they are licked. Fur- 
thermore, most of the comics use the 
same bits week after week without any 
variation. 

When I read in the theatrical sheets 
of the troubles they are having in vari- 
ous parts of the country with the au- 
thorities and ministerial] associations, I 
am not the least bit surprised. 

There is absolutely no reason that 
next season, with general conditions per- 
haps improving and a good line of shows, 
it will only take a short time to con- 
vince the public that the shows are big- 
ger, better and cleaner than they ever 
were. We can get back some of our old 
clientele that we had formerly. I am 
sure it can be done. 

There is no such word as can’t. Years 
ago I told my father when he informed 
me there was going to be a bridge built 
over from New York to Brooklyn that 
they can’t do it, but they did do it, and 
since that time they have built many 
other bridges and none of them have 
collapsed as yet. So there you are. 

Why can’t we have shows like the 
ones following. even if some of them 
were not of the best. The worst of the 


group was like grand opera compared to 
the best of today. You may remember 
some of these: Peekaboo, with Clark 
and McCullough; Fulton’s Grass Widows, 
Jimmy Cooper’s Black & White Revue, 
Harry Morris’ 20th Century Girls, Sheri- 
dan & Flynn City Sports, Whalen & Mar- 
tell’s Kentucky Belles, Lily Clay, Isham 
Creoles, I. H. Herk, Billy Watson’s Beef 
Trust, Miner’s Americans, Bozo Snyder's 
Show, Dave Marion’s, Herman Fehr, Sam 
T. Jack, Al Reeves, Pete Clark, Rentz 
Santley, Tom Miaco City Club, and many 
others. 

Those were the good old days when 
shows were shows and were played on a 
percentage. If the manager didn’t get 
the money he knew something was wrong 
with his show. A good producer should 
be given a franchise gratis on a golden 
platter. This means protection to all 
those who own a theater and have big 
investments.

Speediest Ticket Seller 
Editor The Billboard: 


While the oldtimers are writing about 
oldtimers, and old-time acts, leapers and 
jugglers, etc., as one never in the show 
business in any way, but a patron of the 
circus since 1867, I might say a word 
that would interest the oldtimers as well 
as others. The men most remembered 
who thrilled me were James Robinson, 
Robert Stickney and the great featured 
clown, Sam Long, Thomas Miaco, Burk 
and a certain Shakespearean clown. 

I especially remember Orrin Brothers. 
I saw the brothers in 1871. Again I saw 
their show in Mexico City, 25 years ago, 
as owners. Then they still had a one- 
ring show with a stage to one side and 
a talking and singing clown, done in 
Spanish. 

I am a regular reader of The Bill- 
board and have been much interested 
in the leapers’ controversy. First, I 
thought there were just one or two real 
leapers, but now it appears that the 
woods was just full of champs along this 
line. 

In the various reminiscences no one 
has told of a certain ticket seller, Ben 
Lusbie, featured as “the Lightning Tick- 
et Seller of the World.” He was with 
Howe’s London Circus, or Forepaugh’s. 
In the days of no reserved seats, when 
the first man in got the choice of seats, 
they mobbed the ticket wagon. 

No one has told about a circumstance 
that happened when W. W. Cole went 
up to Leadville in 1881 when it was 
booming. How after tickets had nearly 
all been sold at night show some des- 
perados drove a team up to the wagon, 
hurriedly hitched up, slammed the ticket 
window shut with the ticket seller in- 
side, and started down the mountain 
trail in a getaway. But a tug became 
unhitched as it slacked on the down 
grade and the robbers had to abandon 
the wagon. There must havé been plen- 
ty of money inside the wagon. Admis- 
sion up there was $1. That was a big 
price in 1881. 

In 1886 or '87 Leonard Wood captured 
Geronimo’s band of Indian raiders from 
the wilds of Arizona and they were im- 
prisoned in the old Spanish Fort Marion 
at St. Augustine, Fla. One day a de- 
lightful little one-ring circus came to 
St. Augustine showing one week. At the 
end of the week another came and set 
up a tent. I was acquainted with the 
Overseer of this band of Indians. One 
day he told. me that he was going to 
take them to the evening performance, 
and asked me to come along. 

These men were from the wilds of 
Arizona and had not seen a circus of 
any kind, and it was most interesting to 
see their impassive attitude as they 
watched feats of horsemanship which 
they must have appreciated and under- 
stood for they were expert bareback 
horsemen themselves. There they sat 
with no outward enthusiasm that could 
be noticed. I was astonished and sat 
them down as uninteresting. 

Now that circuses are motorized I hope 
to see the one-ring circus come back, so 


that the present generation will have a 
chance to enjoy a circus. A. ABBOT.

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Rules Against 
Georgia Tags 


Ohio license required by 
Southern State truck own- 
ers as retaliatory measure 


COLUMBUS, O., May 30.— 
Chalmers P. Wilson, Chief of the 
Bureau of Motor Vehicle Regis- 
tration, has declared that this 
State will continue to compel 
automobile truck owners from 
Georgia to buy Ohio license tags 
any tim: they are caught in the 
State. This statement was made 
in reference to the Downie Bros.’ 
Circus at East Liverpool. The circus re- 
cently was compelled to pay $323 for 
Ohio license plates, altho its vehicles 
bore Georgia plates. The circus traveled 
in two sections, one section of trucks 
having Maryland licenses. Wilson stated 
the Maryland trucks were not compelled 
to buy the Ohio tags, as there was an 
“unwritten law of reciprocity” between 
Maryland and Ohio. 

It was explained by Wilson that this 
practice would be continued as a re- 
taliatory measure as long as Georgia 
continued to enforce its new mileage tax 
law. The Georgia mileage tax law places 
a levy of $1,100 on every out-of-State 
truck that travels more than 101 miles 
in the State.

Show arrived in the afternoon and 
night performance started of time, play- 
ing to big business. 

But one performance was given in Wil- 
mington. Several horses broke their legs 
there by sinking in the mud and had to 
be shot.

The following, written by a circus en- 
thusiast, was recently published in The 
Bayonne (N. J.) Times: : 

“How many of us in Bayonne noticed, 
when the circus was here recently, that 
the circus, too, has fallen a victim in 
the march of mechanization? 

“The silk-hatted, frock-coated circus 
announcer is gone. In his place we have 
now a loud-speaker, with some uni- 
dentified announcer in a box behind it. 

“The circus band, too, has disappeared. 
The same loud-speaker now furnishes 
the music by some phonographic-radio 
hookup 

“All this is very efficient. The loud- 
speaker, for one thing, makes itself 
heard—distinctly—over and above any 
amount of din and noise. And the 
music, too, is perfectly timed and vi- 
brant enough to rattle your spine. 

“For all of that, the circus has lost 
one of its distinct personalities in the 
passing of the circus anncuncer. It has 
been robbed of something equally vital 
in the substitution of a phonograph 
for a circus band. 

“Of course, it’s all in the name of 
economy, and of progress. And perhaps 
it’s more efficient. We can’t very well 
blame the circus management. But the 
color is not there; it leaves an old circus 
fan with a feeling that he's been 
cheated out of something.” 

We agree with this writer that some 
of the color is lost in a circus when 
there is no regular band with it. To us 
it is one of the most important units 
in a white-top organization. Circus has 
been all-flesh entertainment for years 
and unless it continues to be we fear 
its fate. We sincerely believe that when 
folks go to a circus they expect not only 
to hear, but see the bandsmen.

PARIS, May 20.—Altho many of the 
exhibition buildings are not yet com- 
pleted, International Colonial Exposition 
is already drawing big crowds. Only a 
few buildings are of any real magnitude 
or of unusually striking design, but the 
landscaping, lighting and water effects 
are really marvelous, and at night the 
entire grounds present an exotic fairy- 
land spectacle of light and amusement.

I want to start a 
program for the fair that will eventually 
provide clubhouse facilities for every 
building. Something similar to what a 
manager or salesman would be accus- 
tomed to on the road. He is obliged to 
be in the dirt and dust all day long 
with no opportunity to rest and clean 
up no matter what company might drop 
in on him.

“I personally am an advertising agency 
man that spent many years in that line, 
and there is always a tendency for the 
advertising agency to belittle all other 
kinds of advertising in the interest of 
the 15 per cent commission. FPurther- 
more, there also is a tendency among 
associations to adopt policies against 
exhibitions of all kinds. Almost univer- 
tally when a policy is adopted by an asso- 
ciation or group, it is in the interest of 
some fellow who thinks the other fel- 
low will profit more by exhibiting than 
he does. Then again some concerns that 
cannot afford to make exhibitions en- 
deavor by having associations adopt such 
policies to keep everybody from entering 
this field of advertising.

“My point is that with other branches 
of advertising appealing to the manu- 
facturer and the tendency of the asso- 
ciations and selfish individuals along the 
line above mentioned, that all fairs and 
exhibitions would do well to consider 
the comfort and accommodation of ex- 
hibitors.”

OHIO 
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The State fair works entirely under an 
appropriation granted by the Legislature 
and for the last six years it has been 
$250,000. This is for the “uses and pur- 
poses” of the fair, while there is a sepa- 
rate fund for buildings, repairs, etc. All 
receipts taken in by the fair revert to 
the general fund. Those sections of the 
laws pertaining to the State annual ex- 
hibit follow: 


SECTION 1094—The board of agricul- 
ture shall hold an annual exhibit of the 
agricultural and general productive in- 
dustries of the State, and may make rules 
for the payment of premiums to ex- 
hibitors. The State agricultural fund 
shall be at the disposal of the board of 
agriculture for the improvement of the 
agricultural interests of the State. All 
moneys derived from the provisions of 
this act shall be paid to the board of 
agriculture and by it paid into the State 
treasury upon the draft of the auditor 
of State and credited to the agricultural 
division of the general: revenue fund. 
When escheated property is legally re- 
claimed by an heir, the State agricul- 
tural fund shall be held subject to the 
payment to the purchase from the State 
of so much of the original purchase 
money as it receives with legal interest 
at the time of reclamation. The board 
of agriculture shall have the custody of 
the land, buildings, and other property 
at the State fairgrounds at Columbus, 
and shall use the same for agricultural 
purposes and may permit the use of the 
same to persons, firms, associations, or 
corporations for such exposition pur- 
poses and under such conditions as the 
board of agriculture may from time to 
time prescribe. 


SECTION 1107—Immediately after the 
close of each State fair the secretary of 
agriculture shall prepare and file with 
the auditor of State a statement showing 
the total amount received from each 
source of revenue and the total amount 
disbursed for each class of expenditures, 
and the aggregate of all receipts and 
expenditures of such fair. Upon receipt 
of such statement the auditor of State 
Shall cause the same to be verified and 
make a report of his findings thereon 
to the governor, the secretary of agri- 
culture and to the board of agriculture. 
The auditor and treasurer of State are 
hereby authorized to make such ar- 
rangements with the secretary of agri- 
culture relative to the receipt and ex- 
penditure of the public funds during 
the progress of such fair as they deem 
expedient, and to advance from the 
State treasury to the secretary of agri- 
culture sufficient money for the purpose 
of making change. 

NORTH CAROLINA 

There is no law in North Carolina 
providing for State aid for county fairs. 
State owns and operates North Carolina 
State Fair, which is under the manage- 
ment of the North Carolina Department 
of Agriculture. 

OREGON 

The State of Oregon appropriates 
#37,500 each year for premiums. County 
fairs are not given any specific amount 
for premiums, but are given a percent- 
age of the millage in their particular 
county for fair purposes. This may be 
used for premiums or buildings. 

NEW HAMPSHIRE 

The State of New Hampshire has ap- 
propriated $1,750 for each of the next 
two years for fair purposes. This sum 
will be distributed probably as premiums.

The exhibits will be housed under 
canvas, the principal one being 130 by 
670 feet, which will take care of three 
of the leading features. The 4-H Clubs 
of Southern California will display va- 
ried agricultural activities, and another 
top will be utilized for auto and me- 
chanical display. There also will be an 
industrial exhibit. 

Daily program arranged for the citrus 
department provides for two shows daily 
on a spacious stage and an amusement 
zone. 

“The Golden Days of Montezuma” is 
the theme of this year's exposition. 


Earl Jellicoe To 
Open the CNE 


TORONTO, May 30.—Canadian Na- 
tional Exhibition of 1931 will be 
launched with an auspicious and im- 
pressive start August 28 by no less a 
personage than Earl Jellicoe, admiral of 
the fleet of the British Navy, first sea 
Jord in 1916 and 1917, and outstanding 
figure in the annals of the navy's deeds 
in the great war. In addition to his 
formal opening of the exhibition it is 
anticipated that he may be persuaded to 
review if not take part in the Warriors’ 
Day parade, which will feature the sec- 
ond day. It has been customary for 
some years to ask some outstanding 
Canadian or Empire figure to open the 
exhibition. In 1926 the Diwan, famed 
Indian prince, officiated. 


The elaborately outfitted trailer now 
touring the Southern States in interest 
of CNE is meeting with enthusiastic re- 
ceptions all along the route and many 
official invitations have been received 
by the personnel to visit spring fairs 
and meetings of fair executives. 


Thomas Bradshaw, past president of 
CNE, was presented with a statue en- 
titled The Plunger, one of the finest 
works of the eminent Canadian sculptor, 
Dr. R. Tait McKenzie, director of physi- 
cal education at the University of 
Pennsylvania. Presentation was made by 
Sam Harris, president CNE, at the final 
directors’ meeting. Executed in bronze 
and mounted on an exquisitely carved 
pedestal and base of mahogany, the whole 
reaches to a height of more than six 
feet. The original occupies a prominent 
place in the Boston Art Gallery.

American Legion Post No. 7, 
which sponsors the fair, has a member- 
ship of 245 and has the whole-hearted 
co-operation of the county’s citizens. 

Yazoo County Fair Association is in- 
corporated under the laws of Mississippi. 
Stockholders are all members’ of Legion, 
no one member holding more than 10 
shares. Fair was organized in 1928, and 
with the assistance of county and city, 
it has been self-sustaining and now has 
$2,500 invested in buildings which are 
on leased grounds. So far no grand 
stand has been built, but an exhibition 
building, 60 by 100 feet, chicken shed 
and cattle pens have been erected. In

Information Pertaining to 
Bay State Circuit Meetings 


The Fair Editor is in receipt of a de- 
tailed survey relative to the Bay State 
Circuit (Mass.) meetings: Survey was 
drawn up by Milton Danziger, secretary 
of circuit, who also is assistant general 
manager of Eastern States Exposition, 
Springfield, Mass. 

Danziger recounts how the title “Sport 
of Kings” came into being in conneéc- 
tion with running races. Now it is an 
American sport to a greater extent than 
in any other country in the world, so 
that it should be termed “Sport of Amer- 
icans,” according to Walter Moore, vet- 
eran harness horse writer, in his annual 
forecast of Bay State Circuit activities. 

Some facts regarding this sport in 
New England for season of 1931 follow: 

Circuit was organized 18 years ago by 
a number of sportsmen and business 
men at the instance of the late George 
F. Leonard, of Boston. Circuit has pros- 
pered until today it is the most famous 
half-mile track chain of meetings in the 
world. Early closing events worth as 
much as $25,000 have been offered, satis- 
factorily staged, and decided to the last- 
ing benefit of the harness-horse sport in 
New England, and the benefit of the 
harness horse not alone in New England, 
but all over the United States, for horses 
have been shipped from California to 
New England to participate in Bay State 
Circuit meetings. 

The adoption of the money-won clas- 
sification plan of entering and racing 
removed the greatest obstacle to honest 
racing. The circuit annually appoints 
racing stewards to supervise racing and 
to assist in staging the meetings. 

Circuit members are in the “Heart of 
New England,” with one exception, that 
of Chatham, N. Y., the new member for 
1931. The principal members of the 
weekly chain starting at Northampton, 
Mass., June 9, may be reached in four 
hours by motor from New York, Boston, 
Albany or the White Mountain summer 
resort section. 

A feature this year, never before given, 
is the amateur races. There are two 
races, one for 2:19 trotters with 29 
horses named, and a 2:13 trot with 13 
horses named. 


Wants Fixed Charges 
Of Halifax Fair Reduced 


HALIFAX, N. S., May 30.—That no 
other annual fair is under such a heavy 
financial burden as Halifax Exhibition 
is the claim of H. D. Biden, managing 
commissioner and secretary-treasurer of 
the 1931 fair. He says there is a fixed 
yearly charge of $25,000 due to rentals, 
insurance, sinking fund and bank debts. 
He declared the position of Halifax fair 
is positively unfair and that fair’'s 
progress is retarded greatly by heaviness 
of fixed charges. He has started a cam- 
paign to have the $25,000 reduced. 

Bidem also has disclosed that, for this 
year’s fair, no expensive horses will be 
brought in from outside the province of 
Nova Scotia. It is his claim that not only 
did the outside horses kill competition 
among the provincial horsemen, but they 
put the fair to heavy expense in putting 
up big purses that were not justified by 
results. 

Biden declared a survey showed that 
the percentage of citizens of Halifax who 
attended fair was very low, altho the 
1930.fair showed an increase. He said 
the tug-of-war contest would be 4 
feature this year, with competitions 
every day. At the 1930 fair a horse show 
was introduced, and this will be added 
to for this year’s exhibition. 

Lynch Shows, a carnival with base in 
Halifax, will provide the midway, and 
some of the vaudeville acts also will be 
booked from among residents or former 
residents of Nova Scotia.

It may be that gym- 
nasiums are more. needed by the 
mentally unbalanced than hospi- 
tals.”

In the new association it is proposed 
to carry on a number of activities, such 
as the installation of a sound credit 
basis in the belief that credit increases 
working capital, creates greater flexi- 
bility of transactions and increases 
volume of sales. 

Certain statistical research activities 
will be undertaken along production and 


distribution lines and especially in 
market analysis indicating trend of 
markets.

Stamp Makers Aid 
War Against Slugs 


CHICAGO, May 30—One of the chief 
problems with which vending machine 
manufacturers and operators have to 
deal is the slug evil. Thousands of dol- 
lars are lost to operators yearly thru the 
illegal use of slugs. Steps toward cur- 
tailing and eventually eliminating the 
practice have met with some success, 
but much remains to be done. The V. 
M. M. A. O. A. is lending its valuable as- 
sistance in the fight and with the aid of 
others hopes to accomplish some definite 
results. \ 

In a communication *to members of 
the V. M. M. A. O. A., A. E. Gebhart, 
president of the association, has this to 
say: 

“The matter of combating the slug 
evil has many angles, among. which is 
the problem of influencing manufactur- 
ers of metal checks and tokens to adopt 
manufacturing methods which will elim- 
inate, as nearly as possible, all solid 
checks, but especially those of non- 
magnetic metal, that are of the exact di- 
ameter and thickness of the coin; and 
where it is impractical to deviate from 
the sizes of our coins, to place holes in 
the center of such checks. 

“Heretofore the matter has been taken 
up by various manlfacturers with indi- 
vidual check manufacturers with vary- 
ing results. It was, therefore, very grat- 
ifying when, thru the kind invitation of 
James A. Greig, managing secretary of 
the International Stamp Manufacturers’ 
Association, Mr. Grastorf and myself 
were invited to a meeting of their board 
of directors, at which time the matter 
was discussed, and after hearing our 
story this body of men pledged them- 
selves to do all in their power to use 
methods to eliminate, ag nearly as pos- 
sible, checks and tokens that could be 
used as slugs in defrauding machines. 

“There was no hesitation on their part 
and it is certainly a valuable asset to 
have such a friendly feeling and spirit of 
co-operation as was manifested at this 
meeting. 

“This brings up another matter, 
namely, slug legislation, which has now 
been passed by a number of States. In 
view of the promised co-operation, it 
would seem quite fair that a uniform

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Evil of Police Regulation 


Columbus (O.) Citizen recently printed 
a letter from Gus W. Snyder, president 
of the Superior Confection Company, 
giving some interesting ideas on police 
regulation of vending machines. Local 
regulation by city council and police is 
often more serious than State taxation, 
he points out, and says: “With opera- 
tion of the machines dependent entirely 
on the wishes of the police the oppor- 
tunity for ‘sweetening’ is materially in- 
creased. Will not police protection be- 
come something very valuable for which 
racketeers will fight? There are in 
Columbus hundreds of slot machines. 
No doubt, such machines are legal, but 
the point is that under the Common 
Pleas Court decision the police, not the 
courts, will pass on their legality in the 
future.” 


Recent Tax Measures 


Bill providing for a tobacco tax was 
passed by the Vermont House of Repre- 
sentatives Apri] 6. Rate proposed in the 
measure is one-half cent on each five 
cigarets and one-half cent on each five 
cents of the retail value of cigars and 
tobacco. 


Ordinance fixing an occupational tax 
on merchandise vending machines has 
been approved by the city council of 
Lincoln. Neb. The ordinance must be 
approved by the voters. It places a tax 
of $10 annually on all machines vending 
one-cent articles. For each additional 
cent the tax increases at the same rate, 
thus making a five-cent article pay a 
$50 tax. 


The Texas House of Representatives 
has for the third time refused to agree 
to a tax on cigarets, the vote being 62 
to 61. The bill now goes to conference 
of committees of the two branches of 
Legislature.

Newspaper man of Ohio’s capital city chronicles details 
of local atmosphere relative to recently staged affair, 
both circus and midway amusements 


The following local atmosphere details relative to the recently 
staged two weeks’ Zoo Carnival at Columbus, O., were contributed 
to this publication by Robert S. French, director of public relations 
of The Columbus Dispatch: It has been many a long year since 
the staid old capital of the Buckeye State has seen two weeks of 


outdoor entertainment such as 
was recently provided by the 
Columbus Zoological Association. 
Everyone seemed highly pleased 
with the result of the “old-time 
carnival” spirit in Columbus, and it is 
possible that the Zoological Association 
will sponsor a carnival as an annual 
event. 

Opening the occasion with the Sells- 
Floto Circus, the Zoological Carnival 
continued to draw crowds of pleasure 
Getkers in spite of the rainy and cold 
weather which threatened the success of 
the venture. 

The Zoological Association sponsored 
the project to raise funds for the ex- 
pansion and improvement of the Munici- 
pal Zoo. Up to this time the zoo has 
been maintained by priv... .onation, no 
admission fee being charged. While the 
financial results of the carnival were be- 
low expectations because of weather con- 
ditions, still the committee will realize a 
tidy sum for its efforts. 

The success of the project was prac- 
tically assured when the three Columbus 
newspapers, The Columbus Dispatch, 
Ohio State Journal and Columbus Citi- 
2en, gave unprecedented publicity to the 
carnival. Sells-Floto, as a result, played 
to probably its largest gate of the season 
in Columbus. 

Thru the co-operation of the Columbus 
city council, Scioto boulevard, fronting 
on the placid Scioto River, was closed off 
from Gay to Spring streets, in the shadow 
of the city hall, and there the Model 
Shows of America constructed a flashy 
midway. Being right downtown in a 
splendid location, the midway was a 
mecca for thousands of pleasure seekers 
who had missed the old-time street fair 
and took this opportunity to reacquaint 
themselves with the side shows, rides and 
concessions. 

Rubin Gruberg, president of the Model 
Shows, extended every courtesy possible 
to the local committee, and nothing but 
commendation was heard on all sides. 
Special nights were arranged during the 
carnival weeks. Evelyn Wilbert formally 
opened the downtown carnival at a cere- 
mony on the midway when she was in- 
troduced »y William C. Newton, president 
of the Zoological Association, and Rubin 
Gruberg. Later there was a public wed- 
ding on the midway. On Friday of the 
closing week Gruberg presented the z00 
with a cage of monkeys. 

Unusual feature stories regarding 
many of the exhibits along the midway 
were carried by the local newspapers, 
which also used their editorial columns 
and their cartoon pages to an advantage. 
Several hundred city firemen acted as 
ticket takers at the carnival, giving their 
spare time to the committee. 

At the Sells-Floto Circus the local com- 
mittee was host to several hundred un- 
derprivileged children of the city and the 
firemen acted as their escorts. At the 
circus matinee, Tom Mix, star of the 
Selis-Floto Show, presented the zoo with 
e handsome Nubian lion. The animal was 
accepted by Mayor James J. Thomas,

Reconsiders 


City Council amends ordi- 
nance requiring increased 
license fees for carnivals 


A few weeks ago action was 
taken by the ordinance makers of 
Moundsville, W. Va., relative to 
carnival and other outdoor show 
licenses, which resulted in in- 
creases of fees for some branches 
of the profession. Some publica- 
tions, possibly not favorable to 
traveling outdoor amusement, ap- 
parently made “stock” of the in- 
cident in their columns, readers of which 
may have obtained the impression that 
greatly prohibitive license was required 
thru the new ordinance. However, ac- 
cording to report received last week by 
a representative of The Billboard, at a 
later meeting the City Council had re- 
considered its action and adopted the 
old scale of license fees, as indicated by 
the following dispatch from Mounds- 
ville: 

City Council, after voting to increase 
the carnival license fee, which also ap- 
plied to all tented attractions and 
transient shows, other than circuses, at 
its meeting this week reconsidered its 
former action and amended the ordi- 
nance, making the license the same as 
it always had been—$20 a week. 

Ordinance called for a license charge 
of $25 a week, but met with opposition 
from some members, and vote to amend 
and make the license the same as be- 
fore resulted from the recent action of 
the council.

of an. “anvil” solo or chorus (in the 

cookhouse, office or elsewhere, di- 
rected at the press representative or other 
contributor of “show letters,” if his 
“letter” now and then doesn’t get in the 
“next issue”—that is, if he mails it in 
time to reach our Cincinnati office before 
Saturday (for the following week’s edi- 
tion). The number of them received 
fluctuates tremendously—hence it’s dif- 
ficult to plan ahead the number of pages 
needed. Sometimes when there’s a flood 
of the “letters” it is necessary to alter- 
nate them—as to successive editions— 
several times a necessity this spring. 
Any accusation of “choice” between 
shows, or persons writing the “show let- 
ters,” on the part of the editor would be 
unjust—there are NO “favorites!” While 
on the subject: Now and then some show 
breaks into @ specialized heading and on 
the first page of the department. Why? 
Because of outstanding news value only 
—not to specially press agent any one or 
more of them. But a contributor should 
realize the difference between exploita- 
tion and news—NEWS VALUE (any pub- 
lication) is given prominence. The rea- 
son for this latter mention is that sev- 
eral of thé press agents have written and 
asked: “Why don’t you give our show 
the featured heading on the first Carni- 
vals page?” In order that such ques- 
tioners and all others interested may be 
answered at one and the same time: 
Simply because outstanding news value 
(of special interest to the entire carnival 
world) does not appear in the contribu- 
tions.

Interesting Letter From 
Zeke Shumway, in Germany 


Zeke Shumway, prominent motordrom- 
ist, writes in part from Hof an Daale, 
Bayern, Germany, as follows: 

“I have been receiving The Billboard 
regularly, and want to say that altho I 
have been reading it for 16 years, I have 
hever appreciated it so much as now. 
I sure look for it each week. 

“Carnival business over here is quite 
different from the States. For instance, 
all shows and rides have their own man- 
agers, whose duties include paying 
ground rent. Everything works flat rate, 
and pay electric, help hauling, and book 
their own flat cars to move their wagons 
to the next town. There is no carnival 
that has its own shows and stays to- 
gether for the season. I have been on 
some spots one week along with a large 
number of shows and rides, and the next 
week there would not be a one with us 
that was on the other grounds. We al- 
ways open on a Sunday, close the fol- 
lowing Sunday; lay off six days, therefore 
we lese 12 days in four weeks—but get 
in the four Sundays, which are always 
the biggest days. They have plenty of 
‘figure eights’ over here that move right 
along like the rest. I have seen one 300 
feet long, about 40 feet high, with six 
cars kept in operation. Riding devices 
collect all fares on the ride, the cash box 
facing the ride, where the checker sits 
and takes cash, All rides have music, 
even to the Ferris Wheel, which also has 
a wooden tower. There are plenty of 
kiddie rides, some turn by hand power. 

“Probably the reason for so many 
American motordrome riders returning 
to America was that the English labor 
permit office refused us labor permits 
any longer. The riders I know who had 
their contracts broken in the middle of 
same were Speedy and Hazel Bauer, Jack 
Cody, Ralph Justus, Grady and Bunny 
Nix and my wife and myself. It seems 
that the contract is second thought, the 
labor permit first, in England.”

I worked a lot in Webster, Mass., last 
Saturday and found biz good. C. Harlin 
was going over big there in a store win- 
dow with runmenders. I will work the 
shops around here for a few days, then 
take to the road, as the weather is get- 
ting warm and the men are beginning to 
come outdoors at the noon hour.”

Charles O'Donnell, vice - presidents. 
George Jessel pledged the support of the 
Jewish Theatrical Guild to the NVA'’s 
fight to keep its social side functioning. 
He also brought out that three months 
after he was elected president Eddie 
Cantor confessed in a letter to him that 
he was the head in name only and could 
not get near the business office. 

At least one sensational angle expected 
was not brought out at the meeting. 
This was that Casey’s resignation as 
treasurer of the NVA, Inc., would be 
asked for because of conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer of the club. Chesterfield, 
after the meeting, explained that an 
election of officers would be held in 
July, so there was no use in heaping 
further humiliation on Casey. 

During Kelley’s stirring address, in 
which he pledged his moral and physical 
support, as well as all the money he 
can spare, he brought out that Casey 
had been asked for the minutes of the 
last meeting of the NVA, Inc., and re- 
fused to surrender them. Kelley said: 
“Casey's reason for this will probably 
not bear the light of public scrutiny.” 
The acting president recalled that he 
once fought dynasties of vaude, mean- 
ing his struggles with the late E. F. 
Albee, and was prepared to do so again 
against “the unwarranted demand for 
the evacuation by the actors of their 
home.” 

Following short addresses by Ward, 
O’Donnell and Ashley, the latter stat- 
ing he never put in an expense account 
during the eight years he campaigned 
for members for the NVA, Chesterfield 
took the rostrum. He said that he had 
been offered the job of directing the 
minor duties of the NVA from the VMA 
Offices, but refused on the ground that 
“I would rather go along barely exist- 
ing than be a double-crosser!” This 
was taken as an indication that he had 
thrown his lot in with the members of 
the NVA, come what may. 

Chesterfield admitted that the club- 
house was entirely too expensive to 
maintain, its ground rent being $800 a 
month, but as the club’s lease had until 
1932 to run it may as well be main- 
tained unless the lease can be sold. 
This, Chesterfield said, is being tried. 
The NVA, Inc., leased the clubhouse 
from the 229 West 46th Street Corpora- 
tion, which holds a lease on the ground. 
The NVA Benefit Pund is the holding 
corporation for the ground lessor. 

The secretary said: “Whether in a 
hovel or palace, the NVA will go on.” 

The resolutions adopted will be car- 
ried out with no legal measures if pos- 
Sible. Otherwise the directors of the 
club will go to court and attempt to 
get their demands. The gist of these 
is that the social side of the NVA 
should get support from the funds of 
$659,000 collected during the last drive, 
as well as the charitable side. 

Ordering the closing of the NVA Club- 
house, the directors of the NVA Benefit 
Pund took this step, it is reported, as 
an economy move so that the Saranac 
Lake Sanatorium’s benefits to the sick 
in the profession could be given 100 
per cent support.
